The question about 
whether a dollar is honest or not is 
settled by the answer to this one ques 
tion: Has the possessor given the 
world value for it? That value may 
be in work, or in ideas, or in facilities, 
or transportation, or distribution, but 
in either case in order to be honest 
somebody must have received value 
for the dollar.

WHY FALL PLOW SOD? 
We have been urging our readers in 
the major part of our territory wheré 
freezing through the winter may be 








* expected, to fall plow all their sod land, 


and particularly blue grass sod. We 
now state once more, inasmuch as the 
season for fall plowing is at hand, the 
reasons why. First, and especially on 
the heavier clay soils, it is important 
to call on the aid of winter’s frost and 
so thoroughly pulverize the tenacious 
sod that it can be converted into a 


“choice seed bed for corn next year 


with the minimum of labor and ex- 
pense, If this sod plowing is deferred 
until spring and the season should be 
somewhat unfavorable, it is almost im- 
possible to secure a proper seed bed 
for corn even by the 20th of May, and 
where possible it requires double the 
work that will be necessary in case 
it is fall plowed. Again, all sods of 
long standing contain a very large 
number of worms that may be de- 
structive to the corn crop, particularly 
cut worms, grub worms, wire worms, 
and web worms. While fall plowing 
will not destroy these altogether, it 
will be a very great aid in their de 
struction. Hence, wherever lands have 
been kept in sod for sometime they 
should by all means be fall plowed. 

Third, fall plowing enables the farm- 
er to go an inch or two deeper than 
the land has been plowed heretofore, 
and thus bring up fresh soil. This 
would not be desirable in the spring, 
for the reason that soils brought up 
from lower dépths require exposure 
to the atmosphere and frosts before 
they become first-class soils. The win- 
ter’s frost and rains neutralizes what- 
ever defects there may be in soils, of 
this kind, and therefore the time .to 
deepen the soil is when you plow your 
sod ground in the fall of the year. 

Again, fall plowing distributes the 
labor more evenly through the year. 
There is a time between wheat sow- 
ing and hauling out manure and corn 
husking that can be best devoted to 
the fall plowing of sod land. One ob- 
jection to the fall plowing of clover 
sod is that it favors the leaching out 
of the nitrates of the soil during fall 
rains. This can be obviated by late 
fall plowing, which also permits the 
full use of the fall pasture. There is 
no particular benefit in turning under 
the grasses in the pasture. They had 
better be consumed by stock, and thus 
late fall plowing permits the full use 
of the pastures, and at the same time 
the. easiest and best preparation of 
the soil. 

All this, as above stated, for 
sod land in the portion of our terri- 
tory where the ground freezes over 
during the winter. Where winter rains 
are frequent and severe freezing can- 
not be counted upon, an entirely dif- 


ferent course should be _ pursued. 
Under those conditions sod land 
plowed in the fall is often in a worse 


condition than if left alone until the 
spring of the year. Fortunately, in 
these sections a greater length of time 


intervenes between the time of plow- ' 


ing and the time of corn planting 








which gives the farmer more oppor- 
tunity to work down his land and thus 
prepare the seed bed. Another objec- 
tion to fall plowing in the extreme 
southern part of our territory is that 
it permits the leaching out of the 
nitrates in the soil. The process of 
nitrification is going on in the 
more southern sections continuously, 
whereas the cold weather prevents it 
in the more northern. This we be- 
lieve more than anything else to be 
the reason why lands north of the 
frost line maintain fertility so much 
better than lands south of it, where 
the process of leaching of nitrates 
goes on during the entire winter 
season. 





ORIGIN OF WHEATS. 


It may be interesting to our readers 
to know the origin of the popular 
wheats. The Mediterranean wheats 
were imported from the islands in the 
Mediterranean Sea about 1819. We 
remember very well their first intro- 
duction on our home farm in Pennsyl- 
vania. The wheat midge had de- 
stroyed the wheat crop—partially one 
year and wholly the next. The rem- 
edy adopted was a good imported Med- 
iterranean wheat which ripened from 
a week to ten days earlier than the 
blue stem, then in common use, and 
hence was too early for the midge. 
We distinctly remember that the first 
year it was harvested June 25th. This 
wheat, as it became acclimated, grew 
later in ripening. It is still popular in 
some sections of the country and is 
one parent of several crosses, such 
as the Deihl-Mediterranean and Fultz- 
Mediterranean. The Fife wheat was 
originated by David Fife, of Ontario, 
who bought a small quantity of seed 
wheat from Scotland that had been 
obtained from a cargo of wheat direct 
from the Dantzic region, Russia. He 
sowed it as spring wheat, but the 
variety being a winter wheat, only 
three heads matured. From _ these 
came the famous Fife wheat of the 
northwest. The Turkey Red winter 
wheat came from Russia twenty-five 
years ago and has been worth millions 
of dollars to the wheat growers of 
the west. In 1865 Mr. Garsett Claw- 
son selected a few heads from the 
Fultz wheat, from which came the 
Clawson. The Fultz again was orig- 
inated by Abraham Fultz, by selecting 
special heads from a field of unknown 
variety in Lancaster county, Pennsyl- 
vania. These two varieties came from 
selection by intelligent, progressive 
farmers, and show what can be done 
by this simple process if farmers will 
at the present time carefully study 
their wheat fields and select the best 
heads for the breeding patch from 
which is to be taken the seed for the 
main field of next year. In other 
words, wheat can be bred precisely the 
same way that many farmers are now 
breeding corn. Many of the recent 
wheats are crosses which require 
special skill and care, and is a work 
for the experiment station rather than 
the farmer. For example, the Red 
Clawson is a cross between the White 
Clawson and Golden Cross. Early 
Genesee Giant is the composite of 
several crosses. We have no doubt 
that in a few years to come the ex- 
periment stations will develop a num- 
ber of superior varieties of wheat, but 
in the meantime the farmer who will 
study his wheat fields, adopt a breed- 


-ing plot method, using the very best 


heads that he can find in a ten-acre 
field, will so greatly improve his own 
variety of wheat that it will become 
almost a distinct type, and add very 
greatly to his profits as a wheat 
grower. He will do much if he will 
sow only the larger grains of corn or 
good quality of wheat. 





STATE HAIL INSURANCE. 


We have been watching with consid- 
erable interest for two or three years 
the efforts of our Canadian friends to 
solve the vexing hail insurance prob- 
lem. The government of Manitoba has 
appointed a committee to investigate 
the condition of hail insurance in the 
province and report on the methods 
of the companies now doing business. 
It has held frequent meetings during 
the summer and apparently is coming 
to the conclusion that the best way 
of solving the hail insurance problem 
is a tax on all assessable lands, col- 
lected through the proper officers for 
the purpose’ of paying all losses by 
hail to the maximum price of $5 per 
acre for total loss. From the evidence 
furnished by the commissioners it 
would appear that about two per cent 
of the total acreage in that province 
last year was damaged by hail alone, 
involving aStotal loss of about $400,000. 
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An assessment of two and one-half 
cents per acre on all assessable land 
would have covered that loss. The 
average loss, however, has been found 
by evidence to be only about half the 
crop and hence the conclusion is that 
a levy of one and a quarter cents per 
acre on the entire acreage in Canada 
would pay for all losses by hail . What 


‘the final conclusion will be will be a 


matter of considerable interest to 
farmers in the western states. 





A HARD PROBLEM. 


A Clayton county, lowa, correspond- 
ent writes us that he has a lot of 
bottom land which overflows every 
spring, and that the overflow br'ngs 
with it seeds of yellow and sour dock 
from lands higher up the stream;. He 
wants to know what he shall do to get 
rid of these weeds. 

We give it up. If the problem was 
how to get rid of the plants already on 
his land it might be solved, although 
it would be troublesome and ex- 
pensive. These docks are among our 
worst weeds; the only- good thing 
about them is they grow only on rich 
land. The real] trouble with our corre- 
spondent is that he has careless neigh- 
bors who allow the docks to go to 
seed and send them down to him on 
the flood every year. Where lands are 
not subject to overflow the best way 
to deal with dock infested land is to 
put it in corn for two or three years, 
then seed it down to the tame grasses. 
The only thing we can suggest there- 
fore is to cut out the weeds by hand 
before they seed, which might prob- 
ably prove too expensive. These 
alluvial lands, subject to overflow, are 
usually among the richest and best 
in the west, but their cultivation in- 
volves some of the most difficult of 
farm probiems. 

In case sulphate of iron should after 
further experiment prove effective in 
killing yellow and sour dock our corre- 
spondent and others similarily located 
will find this the cheapest way of solv- 
ing a vexing problem. 





WHAT BARN YARD MANURE DOES 
FOR THE SOIL. 


We have been so insistent on the 
duty of every farmer, every day in 
the week except Sabbath, to haul out 
manure as fast as it is made, that we 
owe it to our readers to tell them 
just why we insist so strenuously on 
this point. It is not solely because it 
contains all the essential elements of 
fertility, in proportions, however, vary- 
ing according to the food which the 
live stock has received. It does con- 
tain all these elements, and its return 
to the soi] is therefore necessary if we 
maintain this fertility, but this is not, 
after all, the main benefit of the 
manure to the soil. It is cheaper to 
grow clover and plow it under than 
it is to haul out manure, if the haul 
is of any great distance. The clover 
will furnish nitrogen. It is cheaper, 
if the hau! is long, to buy potash and 
phosphorus than it is to supply it in 
the form of manure. Manure fur- 
nishes these essential elements, but 
it does a great deal more. The main 
value of manure does noi lie in what 
is known as its fertilizing elements. 

What else does manure do to the 
soil? First, it inoculates the soil with 
bacteria, and soil that is full of bac- 
teria is a soil in good physical condi- 
tion—a productive soil. It is not 
necessary to give a heavy covering of 
manure in order to fill the surface soil 
with bacteria, and herein consists the 
great value of the manure spreader 
that so far as inoculation of bacteria 
is concerned, the manure spreader will 
cover twice the number of acres that 
can be done under the old form of 
hand spreading. 

Next, manure furnishes humus ma- 
terial, thus maintaining constantly a 
full supply of humus in the soil, with- 
out which the soil cannot be kept in 
proper physical condition, and cannot 
produce full crops, no matter how rich 
it may be in the essential elements of 
fertility. Land well supplied with 
manure will stand wet seasons and 
will stand dry seasons, simply betause 
the manure puts a soil in first-class 
physical condition. It is quite true 
that this humus supply can be main- 
tained by growing clover and plowing 
it under, but if manure is applied to 
the meadows and pastures (that is the 
place to apply it in nine cases out of 
ten, or, we might say, ninety-nine 
cases out of a hundred) this itself will 
stimulate the growth of clover and 
other grasses, and thus, in addition 
to the value of the manure for humus 
will largely increase the humus 
material that comes from tame 
grasses. In fact, the great secret of 
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successful farming is to keep 

manure hauled out on the past 
and meadows and spread as thin}; 
possible so as to cover as mucl 
the farm as possible each year 
this is done there is no fear that » 
any kind of decent farming and de 
management any land that ever 

good will become worn out or defi 
in the elements of fertility. Cons 
hauling out of manure is one of 
essentials of successful farming 1) 
western conditions. 





THE SEASON’S ROUND-UP. 


Since the corn is out of dange 
frost in nearly every part of the Un 
States it is safe to give a roun 
of the crop season. The number 
acres harvested and the different k 
of crops and the exact yield in bus! 
per acre, is a matter of detail w! 
can be ascertained by the first of 
cember; but it is safe to say that 
year 1906 has been one of the n 
bountiful years which the Ameri 
farmers ever experienced. The wi: 
wheat crop has been phenomenal, : 
while the spring wheat has not co: 
up to the expectation, it is safe to s 
that we have now the largest crop 
wheat that has ever been harvested 
America, with the probability of sec 
ing a fair if not a high price for |} 
same. The world will need our wh« 
The export this year will be mu 
greater than for sometime past and at 
a price which will give a fair profit 
for the average yield and a large profi 
for the larger yields. The corn crop 
promises to be at least equal to that 
of last year, and very much superio: 
in quality, with the probability that 
the price, if there be no disturbing 
causes in our finances, will be nearly 
as high as a year ago. The oats and 
barley crops have been fair; the hay 
of the humid sections will be deficient 
in quantity but very superior in qua! 
ity. The alfalfa crop in the arid sec 
tions will be superior both in quantity 
and in quality. The cotton crop, upon 
which the prosperity of the south de 
pends, will apparently not be as large 
as preceding crops, but in the cotton 
crop a deficiency in yield is always 
made up by higher prices, for the 
reason that while the old world is not 
altogether dependent upon us for corn 
or wheat or any other grain, it is 
almost entirely dependent upon the 
United States for cotton. The Amer 
ican farmer can well meet Thanksgi\ 
ing this year with a full heart and 
singing the Psalm: 

“So thou the year most liberally 

Dost with Thy goodness crown 

And all Thy paths abundantly 

On us drop fatness down.” 





THE FOOD OF THE MOLE. 


We have had a good many contro- 
versies in past years as to the food of 
the mole—the common garden mole 
Prof. L. L. Byche, of the University 
of Kansas, publishes the results of a 
careful study, which fully confirms th« 
position’ we have taken, namely, that 
the mole is a carnivorous pest an 
that it seldom eats any kind of veg 
table food. The professor captured 
sixty-seven specimens in  variou 
months of the year, excepting Dece: 
ber and February, and found food 
the stomachs of fifty of them. Of th 
total food present, earth worms co! 
prised 42.3 per cent; ground beet!: 
27.7 per cent; grubs, or larvae, 22 
per cent; vegetable matter, 3.7 p 
cent; other materials, insect egg 
ete., 7.6 per cent. Of course it will |! 
claimed that the mole has often be 
caught red-handed in the act of eati 
potatoes, corn, cutting off the roots 
trees, etc. Our idea has been, a!

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WHY GROW CLOVER? 
(No. 1.) 


\ farmer remarked to us the other 
iay that the time had now come, in 
his judgment, when the clover ques- 
tion should be reopened and the 
reasons why clover should be grown 
extensively restated with the 
sreatest clearness and _ distinctness. 
The new generation,” said he, “has 
since you first began to 
rge upon farmers of the west the 
necessity of growing clover.” Other 
vricultural matters have occupied the 
siblic mind from time to time and 
the new generation is in need of hav- 
ing the old gospel of clover restated 
ind the reasons for grow:ng it im- 
yressed upon the public mind. 

When a writer has been talking on 
a particular subject year after year 
he naturally assumes that his readers 
know all about it, the subject has lost 
freshness for him, and he is apt 
to forget that a new generation needs 
the same preliminary instructions. 
We therefore propose, in a series of 
articles during the coming fall and 
winter, to go over the whole subject 
igain in.the light of recent studies 
and long experience, and if possible 
nduce farmers to greatly increase 
their acreage of clover. 

There are three reasons why every 
farmer should grow clover, reasons so 
potent that if they are once thor- 
oughly understood no farmer will 
think of putting land into small grain 
without at the same time seeding it 
to clover, by itself or in connection 
with timothy and other grasses. 

First—The clover plant furnishes 
the cheapest method known of supply- 
ing the soil with nitrogen, the most 
costly element in commercial fert.1 
izers—an element absolutely essential 
in every case to a healltiy growth of 
the plant. 

Second—Clover growing is neces- 
sary to maintain the soil in the proper 
physical condition. 

Third—Clover furnishes in all por- 
tions of our territory where it can 
grown successfully the cheapest 
material for balancing the carbohy- 
drate foods, and thus preparing a bal- 
anced ration for live stock. There 
are sections of the territory covered 
by Wallaces’ Farmer where clover 
growing has not in the past been:a 
success, and is not likely, for cl'matic 
reasons, to be a success in the future. 
Fortunately, in those _ sections its 
place can be taken by alfalfa, which 
serves every purpose as food quite as 


more

completely as clover, and therefore 
what we say on general principles 


with regard to clover will be of equal 
interest to farmers in the alfalfa re- 
gions, or in sections where the cow- 
pea takes the place of both alfalfa and 
the clovers. 

Fourth—The clover plant incident- 
ally furnishes a cash crop in some 
years for seed, the gross value varying 


from $10 to $25 per acre. The seed 
crop is somewhat uncertain and we 
do not urge farmers to grow clover 


purely for the seed or for a cash crop 
directly. The great value of clover 
lies in the fact that it puts a solid 
bottom under farm operations by, as 
above stated, supplying the soil with 
nitrogen—the most expensive element 
of fertility purchased in the commer- 
cial fertilizers, and, unfortunately, the 


most easily washed out of the soil. 
Possibly in this preliminary article it 
may be well to restate the very im- 
portant place which the leguminous 
plants—such as clover, alfalfa, peas, 
beans—maintain in any rational sys- 
tem of farming in any part of the 
civilized world. All plants obtain the'r 
food from the soil and from the 


atmosphere; all plants take the por- 
tion of food that they receive from the 


soil in liquid form—the soil water, 
which passes through the hair roots 
nto the main roots and up through 


the leaves, containing in solution the 
iry matter which forms the stalk and 
the grain. They cannot, therefore, 
take out of the soil anything that is 
not in it. All plants, except the dod- 
ler, obtain a large portion of their 
food from the air. The carbon, from 
which is developed starch, comes en- 
tirely from the atmosphere, and hence, 
m account of its superabundance, has 
no commercial value. The wheat 
plant and the same may be said of, 
ill non-leguminous plants, are soil ex- 
hausters; even if returned to the soil 
they could add no fertility, except that 
by decay they form humus and to that 
extent add to the humus content. In 
pasturing off or plowing under non- 
legum:-nous plants such as the grains, 
sorghum, cornstalks, we add nothing 
to the soil that was not there before 
except the carbon which the plant has 
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received from the air. This method 
of farming will improve the physical 
texture of the soil by adding to the 
humus supply, but it does not add any 
of the essentials of fertility. The 
leguminous plants above mentioned 
do all this, and much more, in that 
they are able, in a way that is really 
not understood, to supply to the ex- 
hausted soil the essential element of 
nitrogen which they obtain, not 
through the'r leaves but through the 
nodules or tubercles which are found, 
almost invariably, on their roots. 
Having stated this simple fact as 
being thoroughly established, we have 
stated about everything that is really 
known. It is known that these nodules 
on the roots are the home of a yeast- 
like plant which in some way, not 
really understood, enables the plant 
to utilize the free nitrogen of the 
atmosphere; in other words, it is 
established beyond all controversy 
that the clover plant, while containing 
a large amount of nitrogen yet never- 
theless leaves in the soil more 
nitrogen than when it was sown, and 
this even after the crop has been har- 
vested. This fact has been known 
for at least two thousand years, but 
the agency of germ life which we 
have described as a yeast-like plant 
has not been established until in the 
later eighties. Even Virgil and Cato 
the elder, eminent authorities on agri- 
culture in their day, knew that wheat 
and all kinds of grain grew best after 
clover, cupines, beans, peas, and other 
leguminous plants. Drs. Wilfarth and 
Helriegel, in Europe, and Dr. Atwater, 
in America, demonstrated this fact in 
the iater eighties until it has now be- 
come an accepted fact among all who 
are entitled any authority whatever on 
farming. They explained what had 
been a mystery to farmers for nearly 
two thousand years. They demon- 
strated that in many cases the seed or 
the soil which the seed was planted, 
must be inoculated with the nitrfying 
germ. Experience has demonstrated 
that a comparatively few of the soils 
of America need inoculation and that 
all that is necessary is for the farmer 
to grow clover and thus get his 
nitrogen from the atmosphere instead 
of buying it from the agent of com- 
mercial fertilizers at about 15 cents 





a pound. We do not now want to go 
further into the philosophy of it, but 
simply state an accepted fact, known 
to all men who have had any practical , 
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that the nitrogen needed for the 
growth of plants and for the develop- 
ment of flesh and blood of live stock 
may be secured from the atmosphere, 
which is four-fifths nitrogen, by the 
use of some leguminous plant, one or 
other or all of the clovers in clover 
sections; cowpeas in the south where 
clover does not succeed; field peas in 
the far north; alfalfa in the west. The 
first reason, therefore, for growing 
clover and these other leguminous 
plants is that in the atmosphere there 
is an exhaustible store of one of the 
essential and by all means the most 





costly element of fertility, which can 
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ing clover is to maintain and increase 
the nitrogen content of the soil, abso- 
lutely essential to all plant growth, 
and quite as essential to. the growth 
of animals.

experience in fafming, or who have 
been students of agriculture. 

Most farmers, when they first came 
into the fertile prairies of the west, 
believed them fo be of inexhaustible 
fertility. Necessity compelled them 
to be for the time one-crop farmers, 
whether that would be wheat, corn, 
oats, or what not. When they found 
that the wheat did not do well after 
wheat for a number of years they pro- 
ceeded to rotate with other grains, 
with more success, but have been 
finally forced to the inevitable con- 
clusion that somewhere in the rota- 
tion some leguminous crop must find 
a place, in order that the large drafts 
made upon the soil by the plant for 
nitrogen should be supplied. Twenty 
years ago farmers thought they must 
buy nitrogen in the form of guano, or 
the waste products from the slaughter 
houses and factories, or in some other 
form, in order to meet the require- 
ments of the growing crop. They now 
understand that all this for the gen- 
eral farm is a waste of money and

be made available to the farmer by 
simply growing leguminous crops. 
We have no hesitation in stating 
that there is no land on the face of 
the earth so rich that it will ‘bear con- 
stant cropping of any one or with any 
rotation of non-leguminous crops, such 
as corn, sorghum, wheat, barley, oats, 
flax, timothy, blue grass or any other 
grasses outside of the legumes, for 
the simple reason that all these crops 
are dependent upon the soil for the 
nitrogen, and if these crops are re- 
moved from the land nitrogen exhaus- | 
tion must sooner or later follow. 
Even if the manure from these crops 
was saved and returned to the land, 
with its strength all unimpaired, it 
would only put off the evil day; for 
even at the very best, nothing more, 
with the exception of carbon, would 


be returned to the land than was 
taken out of it. And hence the ex- 
haustion of lands without _ growing 


some kind of leguminous crop is only 
a question of time. 
The first reason, therefore, for grow- 
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It is quite customary to use the word 
thoroughbred in connection with other 
breeds of animals. For example, thor- 
oughbred Short-horns, thoroughbred 
Poland-Chinas, etc., are quite common 
expressions. This is, however, an im- 
proper use of the term. The word 
thoroughbred used in connection with 
animals should be used only when 
speaking of the Thoroughbred horse, 
meaning the running horse of that 
breed. When speaking of other breeds 
of horses or of cattle, hogs, or other 
pure bred animals, the proper term 
to use is pure bred when it is meant 
that the animal is of pure breeding or 
pedigreed. The word thoroughbred is 
often. improperly used in another way. 
In some sections it is used to describe 
an animal which it is claimed is pure 
bred but cannot be pedigreed. The 
term full blood is often used in the 
same way. It is hardly necessary to 
say that neither of these terms should 
be used in this way, and when so used 
are deceptive and likely to cause mis- 
understanding and financial loss. 
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WHY MANURE LAND? 


We wonder how many readers of 
Wallaces’ Farmer who own or culti- 
vate a hundred and sixty acres of 
land could raise their hands if they 
were asked in a public meeting to do 
so if they had given every acre of 
their land a coating of manure. We 
heard that question asked recently 
in a farmers’ institute in Illinois, and 
not one of the two hundred or there 
abouts farmers present raised his 
hand. It would seem, therefore, that 
the farmers of Illinois at least (and 
we suspect those of Iowa as well) 
need some elementary instructions as 
to why they should manure their land. 

Farm manure has varying propor- 
tions of the essential elements of 
fertility—potash, phosphorus, and 
nitrogen. These proportions vary 
greatly, depending on whether the 
manure is made from straw alone, or 
from grains and grasses fed to live 
stock, and in the latter case upon the 
character of that feed. Animals that 
have been fed corn furnish a better 
manure than those that have been fed 
hay; animals that have been fed 
clover hay a much better manure than 
those fed on timothy, and those fed 
on timothy a better manure than 
those fed on straw. Animals that 
have been fed on corn and oats com- 
bined, together with clovér and tim- 
othy hay, furnish a much better ma- 
nure than those that have been fed 
corn alone, or corn fodder. Those 
that have been fed on corn fodder 
that is, the whole plant, furnish bet 
ter manure than those that have been 
fed on shredded fodder. It would 
seem, therefore, that there is manure 
and manure, and that one kind of 
manure differs from another as one 
star exceeds another in glory. 

Again, manure furnishes humus ma- 
terial to the soil, and the longer the 
soil has been cultivated without an 
application of manure or turning un- 
der sod, the more it needs the appli- 
cation of this humus material. Why 
this humus material? To put the soil 
in the best physical condition to en- 
able it to conserve moisture in times 
of drouth or to absorb moisture in 
times of abundant rainfall. As we 
have so often told our readers, the 
average soils in the Mississippi valley 
need humus material more than they 
need any of the so-called essential ele- 
ments of fertility. In fact, without 
a good deal of humus material the 
soil is not in such physical condition 
as to enable plants to utilize the ele- 
ments of fertility in the soil, nor to 
withstand drouth or wet. 

There is still another reason, how- 
ever, which is set forth in a recent 
paper by Prof. Harry Snyder, of Min- 
nesota, which we take the liberty of 
quoting: 

“One of the chief benefits from the 
application of manure is due to the 
fermentation changes which the de- 
caying material brings about in the 
soil. There are large amounts of min- 
eral matter in the soil that can be 
made active and available for crop 
production by the fermentation 
changes induced by the ° decaying 
manure. Experiments at the Minne 
sota station showed that manures are 
valuable chiefly in making the inactive 
mineral food of the soil more soluble 
and in changing its form so that it 
can be readily appropriated by crops. 
In order to build up the permanent 
fertility of the soil there is no ferti- 
lizer more valuable than farm manure. 
Its effects are felt for a series of 
years, and when it is judiciously used 
rapid declines in crop production are 
prevented.” 

We heard Professor Hopkins, of 
Illinois, recently call attention to this 
same effect of manure in discussing 
the application of commercial ferti- 
lizers to Illinois soils. In fact, it has 
become a maxim among men who use 
commercial fertilizers that they can- 
not be expected to yield the greatest 
profit unless used in connection with 
vegetable matter either in the form of 
manure, sod, or stubble. The Ohio re- 
ports, where the subject has been 
most carefully studied, are very em- 
phatic on this point. 

Two other facts should be stated: 
To get the full value of manure it 
should be applied to the land as soon 
as possible after being made, for 
manure never improves with age. It 
always deteriorates more or less, and 
the deterioration is greatest under 
ordinary farm conditions; that is, 
where the manure is allowed te lie 
out in the yards during the summer 
season. 

Again, to get the full value of 
manure it should be applied in much 
small quantities than is possible un- 
der ordinary farm practice. There is 


no need of applying more than eight 
or ten 


tons of manure to the acre. 
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Spread from the wagon or the pile it 
is not easy to apply less than twenty 
to twenty-five tons. Hence by the use 
of a manure spreader a man can prac- 


tically double the value of the 
manure. 

Some reader may ask us: What is 
this value in dollars and cents? Pro- 


fessor Snyder figures that if we had 
to purchase the potash, phosphorus, 
and nitrogen in a ton of good farm 
manure it would cost about two dol- 
lars. Hence it is safe to figure that 
when the manure is from animals fed 
more or less grain every ton of it is 
worth two dollars, and would cost per- 
haps from forty to sixty cents per 
ton to haul out. Therefore the man 
who neglects to haul out manure as 
early as possible, and cover it over 
as much ground as it can be spread 
over evenly, must not be considered 
a really first-class farmer, whether he 
considers himself such or not. 
Wallaces’ Farmer has especially in- 
sisted upon this point, because we 
do not wish to see the day come in 


the west when farmers will be obliged 
to use commercial fertilizers. They 
do not have to if they are wise. If 
they do have to, it is because they 
have not given the subject the close 
attention which it deserves 





A SHEEP RATION. 


A Nebraska correspondent writes: 

“Please compound a ration for three 
and four-year-old wethers from the 
following feed stuffs. There are about 
1,200 sheep in the flock and they are 
goed ones, averaging 121 pounds each. 
They are being fed in eastern Ne- 
braska. I want to finish these sheep 
so as to get them on the market De- 
cember 20th. The feeds available and 
prices are as follows: Corn, 34 cents; 


wheat, 55 cents: rye, 40 cents; oats, 
26 cents; prairie hay, $3.00; alfalfa, 
$5.00, not much available. I also have 


plenty of oats and wheat straw, cane 
fodder, millet straw, and rye hay cut 
in thick milk. Shorts can be had at 








$20 per ton and oil meal at about $40 
I want a feed that is the most eco 
nomical and one that will put the 
sheep in the best condition when sold 
Until about October 15th the sheep 
will have the run of a rape field and 
oats stubble with some blue grass.” 

The cheapest and best ration our 
correspondent can get from the above 
feeds is corn and alfalfa hay, using 
the latter, if of good quality, even if 
he must pay more than the price 
named. A little oats with the corn 
will be relished, but the main ration 
should be corn and alfalfa.

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THE APPARENT WASTE IN THE 


CORN CROP. 


Visitors from eastern states where 
farming is done on a comparatively 
small scale and where necessity com- 
pels as complete utilization as possi- 
ple of all crops grown, are appalled 
at the apparent waste of good feed 

the corn fields of the west. from 
the general neglect to use anything 
save the grain. They do not under- 
stand how the west can be rich and 
prosperous and waste from one to 
two tons of valuable forage per acre 
from year to year. It is true that 
there is a very great apparent waste, 
but the waste is, for the most part, 
inevitable, as can be readily seen 
from the following conditions. 

It is not possible, under present con- 
ditions, to secure either the men or 
machinery necessary to harvest the 
entire corn crop of the west. There 
are usually but a few days, from six 
to twelve, in which to secure both 
he grain and forage in proper condi- 
tion. If the corn is cut too green 
there is a very heavy shrink and 
danger of molding in the shock, espe- 
cially when it is bound into sheaves. 
if the corn is allowed to become 
frosted or allowed to wait until the 
leaves are all dead the forage is sub- 


ject to great waste, from the 
crumbling of the leaves, and is of 
comparatively little value. Ten acres 


a day is all that the machine can be 
expected to handle, and more than 
most of them do, and it will require 
three good men to shock after the 
machine. It is seldom that the hands 
to shock are available, and therefore 
the percentage of the total corn crop 
harvested from such states as Iowa, 
Illinois, Kansas, and Nebraska, is 
necessarily comparatively small. How 
great is the apparent waste may be 
realized, as there are in Iowa alone 
somewhere in the neighborhood of 
nine million acres in corn. Estimat- 
ing the forage at an average of 125 
per cent of the grain and the grain 
at thirty-five bushels per acre, the 
yield of forage would be in the neigh- 
borhood of twelve million tons, with 
a feeding value of not far from fifty 
millions of dollars. Not more than 
one-fourth of this, the state over, is 
ever used or can, under present con- 
ditions, be used; hence the waste is 
for the present inevitable. It will not 
always continue so, but before we can 
use our total corn crop there must 
be a radical change in the conditions 
affecting agriculture in the western 
corn surplus states. 

Impossible as it is at present to use 
the entire corn crop, it is exceedingly 
important to use all of it that is possi- 
ble. An increasing amount of it will 
be used each year for silage. Silage 
has long since passed the experi- 
mental point with the dairyman, and 
experience has shown more fully every 
year the advantage of silage in hand- 
ling young and growing cattle where 
sufficient protection from storms in 
the winter time is provided. The silo 
has come to stay, and the number in 
use will increase from year to year 
with the development of the agricul- 
ture of the country. 

The silo, however, can use but a 
small per cent of the crop on farms 
of over 160 acres. From twelve to 
fifteen acres will furnish all the silage 
needed by the twenty-cow herd, and 
the addition of a few acres will fur- 
nish all that can be fed to advantage 
even to young cattle. The silo, how- 
ever, is not the only way in which 
corn forage can be used with profit. 
Corn forage, being liable to very rapid 
depreciation in quality after the mid- 
dle of February, must be shredded if 
it is intended to use it as feed during 
the last two months of the winter. 
Where it is practicable it should be 
shredded as. soon as it is sufficiently 
dry, and thus used it becomes an ex- 
ceedingly valuable feed for all kinds 
of young stock, work horses and dairy 
cows, and an increasing amount of it 
will be used in this way in the years 
'o0 come. 

On large farms where the farmer is 
both feeding and growing stock it is 
a question whether it pays to shred 
that portion of it which is fed in 
December and January. There is com- 
paratively little waste where a farmer 
is so situated that he can feed fodder, 
ears and all, first to fattening steers, 
and after they have filled themselves 
turn in stock cattle, then horses or 
sheep. There is a considerable per- 
centage of waste unless shredded or 
otherwise prepared, but the loss in 
this respect is not greater, nor as 
great, as the expense in shredding. 

It is therefore important that farm- 
ers should use the total crop, or as 
arge a percentage of his corn crop 
as possible. How to harvest this corn 
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crop to the greatest advantage is a 
problem. There is a good deal of ap- 
parent waste from ears broken off in 
the use of the corn harvester. It is 
not, however, very great in a crop of 
corn under thirty bushels per acre. 
The ears are small and the portion of 
stalk to the ear is very great, and the 
portion of eatable stalk is also great: 
but when it comes to harvesting corn 
that yields seventy-five to eighty 
bushels per acre the problem is quite 
difficult, particularly if a long-shanked 
variety of corn is used. We have had 
as much as 6 per cent of corn knocked 
off by the binder, and we can readily 
realize that with a very heavy corn 
10 per cent or more would be left on 
the ground. Whether this is a serious 
loss or not depends on circumstances. 
The expense of gathering it is not 
necessarily very great, but there is 
some loss at best. Usually there are 
enough hogs and cattle on hand to 
utilize these dropped ears of corn, but 
if we were to undertake to cut up 
a large acreage of corn in ten days or 
even three weeks the loss from 
spoiled ears that could not be fed at 
once would necessarily be very con- 
siderable. 

If, on the other hand, eorn is eut 
up by hand or cut by the use of the 
corn sled it must necessarily be 


shocked loose, hence more liable to | 
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damage by the weather, unless ex- 
treme care is taken in tying the 
shocks, and the expense of handling 
it afterwards is very considerably in- 
creased. 

Therefore, for the reasons above 
stated, we scarcely hope to live long 
enough to see the farmers of the west- 
ern corn states utilize their entire 
corn crops. If the time ever comes, 
which at present seems to be remote, 
when farmers cut up their farms into 
eighties and corn fields are limited to 
twenty-five or thirty acres, then it 
might be possible to save the appar- 
ent enormous waste that is now going 
on in the corn fields. 





THE BROWN-TAIL MOTH. 


The horticultural sections, of the 
New England states especially, are 
suffering from the ravages of the 
Brown-tail moth, the spread of which 
all efforts have heretofore been in- 
effectual to prevent. Going on the 
sound theory that nature, or rather 
the God of nature, does not intend 
that any insect shall become a curse 
to any country, and has therefore pro- 
vided a parasite to hold it in check, 
the state of Massachusetts has appro- 
priated $10,000 a year for three years, 
and the general government $2,500, 
for the purpose of introducing the nat- 
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ural parasite of this moth. Dr. L. O. 
Howard, of the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, has_ visited 
Europe twice for the purpose of secur- 
ing these parasites and has imported 
185,000 winter nests of these pests 
from forty different localities in 
Europe, and has been breeding from 
these parasites which in the older 
countries keep these pests reasonably 
in check. Whether he will be able to 
acclimate the beneficial species is a 
matter yet to be determined. For 
while the pest itself may be accli- 
mated readily, it does not always fol- 
low that the parasite will survive in 
a new country. The old subject of 
parasitism among insect pests is one 
of very great importance and interest- 
ing to farmers the nation over. Were 
it not for the parasites of the Hessian 
fly winter wheat growing on large 
areas for a series of years would be 
impossible. Were it not for the para- 
sites of the migratory locust or grass- 
hopper the Mississippi valley would 
become a desert. In fact, there is no 
insect pest that is not held in check 
more by parasites than by the efforts 
of the government and the farmers 
combined. One can scarcely realize 
how the farmer can be _ irreligious 
when he thinks over the plans which 
nature has devised for his benefit and 
protection.

PROPOSED SALE OF PART OF 
THE STATE FAIR GROUNDS. 


The Iowa State Fair is in need of 
more ground on the level for the 
erection of permanent buildings.. The 
most desirable plot of ground is that 
with which nearly all our Iowa read- 
ers are familiar, lying between the 
Rock Island depot and the entrance 
to the fair grounds. This is laid out 
in lots with recorded streets and 
alleys and hence if it should be pur- 
chased it would be necessary for the 
city council to vacate the streets and 
pay whatever damages may accrue to 
persons living east of the grounds 
whose access to their property is cut 
off. This the city would probably be 
willing to do, provided it is purchased 
outright and not practically traded 
off, as it is proposed to do, for th'rty- 
nine acres on the extreme west of the 
fair grounds, which is heavily tim- 
bered, broken up with gullies, but, ac- 
cording to the best information, is 
underlaid with about four feet of coal. 
The royalty on it, we are informed by 
a coal operator, at 10 cents per ton 
would amount to about $400 per acre 
and $600 if, on account of its nearness, 
a royalty of 15 cents per ton, as is 
probably the case, could be secured. 
If the city council should not vaca‘e 
the streets and alleys on the seven- 
acre tract it would be worthless for 
fair purposes. The East Side people 
are bitterly opposed to trading off the 
thirty-nine acres or sell'ng it for any 
purpose whatever. Those most par- 
ticularly opposed to it are the men 
who were active in ra‘sing $50 000 
to locate the state fair at Des Mo‘nes. 
The exchange, it should be said, how- 
ever, would be legal, as some ten 
years ago an act of the legislature 
was passed giving the State Board of 
Agriculture permission to sell part of 
it and buy other land more favorable 
located if needed.- Still, as the party 
who wishes the thirty-nine acres owns 
the seven acres, it would be practically 
a trade. 

In connection with other gentlemen 
we looked over this ground pretty 
carefully last week and have come to 
the fixed conclusion that the East Side 
people are right—that that land should 
not be sold to any person at any price. 
lowa is a growing state. The state 
fair is just in the beginn'ng of its 
growth and usefulness. Every foot of 
the land now owned by the state will 
be needed for fair purposes. A small 
expenditure would open up a most de 
lightful boulevard, running down one 
ravine in this tract, crossing a small 
stream which would require a br dge 
which would cost a few hundred dol- 
lars, and go up through another 
ravine through heavy timber, making 
a most delightful drive for persons 
who are tired of sight-seeing and wish- 
ing to enjoy the shade of the dense 
forest. The removal of the coal would 
not in the least damage the land for 
the purpose for which it wenld be 
used by the state fair. 

We hope the exchange will not be 
made. The state fair association has 
been prosperous this year, and has 
now in its treasury $40,000. This can- 
not be used for the purchase of land 
except by an act of the legislature. 
It would, however, be far better for a 
few individuais to purchase the land 
and hold it in trust until a meeting 
of the next legislature, when, without 
a shadow of a doubt, permission would 
be given to use the funds on hand 
for the purchase of this land. This 
is the easiest way out of the apparent 
difficulty. It is proposed on this seven- 
acre tract to erect the buildings that 
will enable the swine breeders to 
make a showing that will surpass any 
swine show ever held on the face of 
this round earth. We are sure they 
are not willing to sacrifice a piece of 
property already owned by the state, 
and which will be needed in ten years 
and can be used to advantage in one, 
when the difficulty can be obviated. 





HOW TO START A PASTURE. 


A subscriber from Wichita, Kansas, 
asks us to describe in Wallaces’

CLOVER 
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GRUB WORMS. 


A Ryan, Iowa, correspondent writes: 

“T have ten acres of spring plowed 
sod land in corn and potatoes which 
has never been plowed before, and 
the grub worms have done it an im- 
mense amount of damage. They ate 
the roots off the corn so that it top- 
ples over, and at least one-half of it 
is flat on the ground; and as for the 
potatoes, they are trying to eat up 
everything. There are a few small 
patches in my old corn that are dam- 
aged and I know of a number of blue 
grass pastures with large plots killed 
out by these same pesky things. Will 
it pay to plow the stalk ground this 
fall, if possible? Is there anything 
that can be done to get rid of them?” 

The insect doing the damage is not 
the corn root worm, which never 
bothers the corn on sod to any per- 
ceptible extent. It is the old fashioned 
grub worm, the larvae of the June bug, 
May beetle, dew bug, or pinching bug, 
which we discussed somewhat fully in 
a recent article. The eggs of this 
beetle (and there are quite a number 
of different families although of the 


same general character) are laid in 
the grass. It takes three years for 
them to make their complete trans- 
formation, so that our correspondent 
may expect some trouble with them 
next year. Unfortunately, there is no 
way that we know of to destroy them 
completely. They may be prevented 
by using a short rotation in which 
they have no opportunity to develop 
in great numbers, but there is no way 
to keep these June bugs—which in 
their winged stage eat freely of the 
leaves of trees of ail kinds—from lay- 
ing their eggs in the blue grass pas- 
tures. When the pasture becomes in- 
fested the very best way is to turn 
the hogs in, without any rings in their 
noses, and let them root to their 
hearts’ content. They will not injure 
the pasture permanently, but will 
greatly help it by destroying these 
pests. Hogs are ravenously fond of 
them, so are turkeys and chickens. It 
is good for the hogs, good for the pas- 
tures, to have them root out and de- 
stroy these pests in a permanent pas- 
ture. Our correspondent will find 
plowing infested ground this fall a 
great benefit, decreasing the numbers 
and the damage next year. After the 
third year he need not expect any 
serious damage, as then the life cycle 
will be complete. 

The grub worm has several para- 
sites, but its life is so much under 
the ground that it has few efficient 
enemies except the experienced brood 
sow, who should be given carte 
blanche in the infested pasture field. 
We are quite well aware that this may 
seem utter nonsense to many farmers. 
We have had patches in our own blue 
grass rooted up and apparently thor- 
oughly destroyed by this same rooting 
process, and in every case we have 
noticed that we were permanently 
benefited. If you intend to keep the 
field thus rooted up in permanent pas- 
ture sow some clover and harrow it 
in, or after the hogs are through in 
the fall, timothy. Follow the next 
spring on the frozen ground with 
some clover seed, and you will have 
a better pasture than you ever had 
before. ‘ 

One of our neighbors two years ago 
had a pasture that was completely 
rooted up so that you could not see 
a square rod of blue grass in the 
field of five or six acres, but the next 
year, without any sowing, he had a 
most excellent blue grass pasture and 
would have had a good deal better 
one if he had sowed some clover and 
timothy seed. Just think what a 
luscious morsel a good fat grub worm 
is to the experienced brood sow, or 
turkey hen with a flock of young 
turkeys.

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ILLINOIS STATE FAIR MARRED BY RAIN 





WALLACES’ FARMER 
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Best Exhibits Ever at Springfield—Gate Receipts Nearly Equal Last Year’s.

The Illinois State Fair at Springtield 
last week ran amuck of rainy weather 
on the two opening days of the week pre- 
vious and again on Thursday and Friday, 
which cut down the attendance from what 
promised to be a record-breaking fair 
to one that hardly totaled as much in 
gate receipts as last year's big fair. But 
it was a record-breaking fair anyway in 
the number and quality of exhibits 
throughout, and the management was 
well satisfied with the generous support 
given the fair by the Illinois farmers and 
their families. The rain the two opening 
days did no serious harm, but rather was 
an aid by laying the dust and freshening 
up the atmosphere. The attendance dur- 
ing the first three days of the week ran 
fully 30 per cent ahead of the previous 
year, but a hard rain all morning Thurs- 
day cut the attendance down fully half, 
und the same thing occurred again Fri- 


day. The crowds, however, thronged 
the big buildings and along the covered 
walks, which were much appreciated, 


filled the seats in the big stock pavilion, 
and overflowed into the big cattle and 
horse barns. Those who did come saw 
a great fair, despite the weather, and 
barring the discomfort of the mud and 
the disappointment of those who came 
for the races, everybody had a good time 
and went home enthusiastic in their con- 
tention that Illinois is indeed a_ great 
state and the state fair of 1906 the largest 
and best yet held at Springfield. 





Compared with Des Moines, the fair 
grounds at Springfield are small, and the 
exhibits taxed the capacity of every 
building. The great dome building housed 
the agricultural, horticultural, floricul- 
ture, county and state displays, and not 
a square foot of space was unoccupied: 
The big machinery hall, one of the finest 
of its kind extant, was literally jammed 
and crowded with machinery of every 
kind, and nearly as much more was 
crowded into tents and in the open air 
both north and south of Machinery Hall 
wherever -there was a square rod of open 
ground. The big Exposition Hall wasequally 
crowded, as was the poultry building, the 
stock barns and pens. The buildings, be- 
ing so compactly grouped, do not afford 
room for the crowds to spread out, and 
the walks and streets were full, while 
the buildings were dlmost impassable dur- 
ing the big days. The Illinois folks must 
realize that there is urgent need of more 
room and larger quarters in several de- 
partments, and must give this considera- 
tion at once if the fair continues to grow 
in future years as in the past. The fair 
officials are a broad-minded set of men, 
and the character of the splendid new 
buildings, covered walks, and other re- 
cent improvements, speak well for the 
management. Everything moved like 
clock work in all the departments and 
Secretary Garrard seems to have a very 
efficient corps of assistants and the man- 
agement well organized. : 

It seems most unfortunate that the 
transportation facilities for handling the 
crowds from down town to the grounds 
and back again should be so inadequate 
as was the case last week at Springfield. 
Heretofore a considerable portion of the 





crowd has been handled by two different 
railroads that run shuttle trains to and 
fro from the city, but this year the street 
car company got a monopoly on the busi- 
ness (it was rumored by buying off the 
railroads), with the result that it took 
from one to three hours to get either way, 
and some evenings it was quite late at 
night before all the fair visitors were able 
to get to town. The visitors risked life 
and limb by jumping on the moving cars, 
and men and women pushed, crowded, 
and shoved in a wild rush for standing 
room on the cars, or hung on the running 
boards and out the doors in reckless dis- 
regard of personal safety. The street 
car company does not have double tracks 
all the way and at the points where only 
a single track was laid the cars were 
sometimes held for ten to twenty min- 
utes. At one time twenty loaded cars 
were counted waiting on a single switch. 
With 65,000 people to transport on Wed- 
nesday the crush became terrific and it 
became impossible to handle the crowd 
with the street cars. A train was put on 
for several hours to relieve the crush. 
Again on Thursday a train ran during 
the late afternoon and helped to get the 
crowd down town. The fair officials ex- 
pressed themselves as fully alive to the 
importance of handling the crowd prompt- 
ly and comfortably, but as unable to do 
anything whatever to relieve matters. 
The people of Springfield must realize 
that such conditions cannot be allowed 
to continue another year if they wish to 
retain the fair and make it a success. 
There is already quite a strong sentiment 
in favor of moving the fair to Chicago or 
elsewhere, which would be unfortunate 
if it should -prevail. Springfield is the 
logical state fair site, and with the pres- 
ent permanent buildings and grounds and 
the hearty support of exhibitors and vis- 
itors the Illinois State Fair can be stead- 
ily improved and grow in importance each 
year .if the transportation companies are 
broad-minded enough to see that their 
own interests demand at least a fairly 
decent service to and from the grounds. 
The conditions this year could hardly be 
too strongly condemned. 

The hotels, restaurants, and rooming 
houses were inadequate to take care of 
the crowds, and many were unable to 
secure respectable accommodations. The 
citizens, however, opened their homes 
and did everything possible to accom- 
modate visitors. <A transient crowd of 
50,000 to 70,000 to be fed and housed taxes 
the capacity of a city the size of Spring- 
tield to the utmost even under organized 
conditions, and it is to be hoped that 
by another year this department will be 
better organized, so visitors will be well 
eared for and come again each year in 
constantly increasing numbers.

large namber of side shows 
were to be found on the ground, each 
with a noisy barker or two to add to 
the general racket and confusion incident 
to a large fair. The side shows this year 
seemed to be of a better moral character 
than those seen heretofore at Illinois, and 
the fair officials are to be highly commend- 
ed for absolutely prohibiting gambling of 
any kind. We are unable to understand 
the educational value or entertainment 
feature of some of the shows tolerated, 
and we hope that the time will come 
when such great state fairs as those of 
Iowa and Illinois can be conducted with- 
out sideshows of mud eaters, wild men, 
dragons, monstrosities, and such like.

The business men of the city provided 
a good free entertainment down town 
each evening, and thousands of visitors 
stayed over for this feature each day. 
The streets were gay with flags and bunt- 
ing and were nicely illuminated at night. 
With band concerts, acrobatic feats, high 
diving, and other vaudeville acts, the 
crowds were well entertained. 


The big Exposition Hall was filled with 
the exhibits of the merchants and local 
tirms, with a good share from _ other 
cities. In it also was the art exhibit and 
the school exhibits, both of which at- 
tracted much attention. One of the most 
interesting displays made in Exposition 
Hall was that of the state industrial 
senool for boys located at Pontiac. Fur- 
niture, pastry, shoes, cabinet work, wood 
turning, steel tools, castings, etc., were 
shown as samples of the work the boys 
are taught to do, and it was of a quality 
that would be a credit to any college. 

In the balcony of the big Dome Build- 
ing were the exhibits of the various rail- 
roads, outside states, and real estate 
tirms. Representatives were present from 
Minnesota, Texas, Louisiana, Mississippi, 
Virginia, South Dakota, Colorado, Can- 
ada, North Dakota, and elsewhere, with 
nice displays of grains, grasses, and other 
products to promote the interests of their 
respective states. It was an interesting 
trip around the dome studying the vari- 
ous products of the different states, and 
one that attracted many visitors. 

A Highland calf among the Short-horns 
attracted a great deal of attention. The 
little fellow was a dirty brown in color, 
and as shaggy as a buffalo, with long, 
thick hair. He was quartered next to a 
big roan herd bull, and the contrast was 
striking. 5 

The pastry department occupied one 
entire corner of the big hall and con- 
tained choice specimens of about every 
known creation of the culinary art that 
looks temptingly good. 

Agricultural Hall was filled with ex- 
hibits of merit and interest. The agri- 
cultural Hall at Illinois is built on a cir- 
cular plan, with an immense dome and 
a broad, spacious balcony extending en- 
tirely around the building just below the 
dome. The building does not give one 
the impression of being so large upon 
tirst entering, but after strolling over the 
ground floor and then around the bal- 
eony one cannot help being impressed 
with the capacity of it and the amount 
of exhibits it houses. The lower floor 
was filled comfortably full with the dis- 
plays of fruit, garden crops, grains, 
grasses, pastry. and floriculture, and a 
few trinket booths and refreshment ven- 
dors wedged in between. The local 
florists, with several from outside towns, 
made a very fine exhibit in the floricul- 
tural department, and should be com-

mended for their enterprise. There was 
a good showing in point of both quality 
and numbers of cut tlowers, bouquets, 
potted plants of all sorts, ferns, palms 
etc. The flowers and green plants added 
a touch of color that was pleasing and 
refreshing. 


The showing of fruit consisted most! 
of apples, with a goodly number of plates 
of peaches, pears, and grapes also. The 
quality was very good throughout A 
feature of the fruit exhibit was a three- 
masted schooner and two other tables 
covered with artistic designs made of 
different kinds of fruits. 


The farm crops department of the IIli- 
nois College of Agriculture had an inter- 
esting and instructive exhibit on the bal- 
cony. They had five large tables fixed 
up to represent the 800 experimental plots 
of one-tenth of an acre each that ars 
now on the experiment farm. These min- 
iature plots were so far as possible sow: 
to the different grains, grasses, etc., that 
are grown this year on the farm. Thes 
800 plots cover a wide range of experi 


mental work—corn breeding, grasses 
grains, crop. rotation, fertilizers and 
others. It was a fine object lesson to 
thousands of visitors of how the experi 


mental plots are handled and the extent 
of the work carried on at the state farm 
Another feature of this exhibit was 220 
different samples of farm seeds, all grown 


on the farm. There was an interesting 
display of corn, showing the effects of 
selection of seed for height of ear, etc., 
and also studies in soils and the work 
earried on by the soils department of 
the experiment station. They expect to 
complete the soil survey of the state 
within a very few years now. The col- 


lege people reported that a gratifying in- 
terest is being manifested not only in 
their fair exhibits but also in the attend- 
ance, a gain of 25 per cent being noted 
this year in the number of agricultural 
students enrolled. 

In the dairy building was the largest 
and best exhibit ever made at Spring- 
field. The agricultural college folks had 
a model dairy in operation, where they 
separated cream, tested for butter con- 
tent, churned and worked butter. It was 
a valuable object lesson to thousands of 
visitors and was the feature of the dairy 
exhibit. The cream separator and cream- 
ery supply men had their exhibits in the 
dairy building also. A novelty shown was 
a mechanical milking machine that gave 
two daily demonstrations of ‘‘automatic”’ 
milking. When the inventors succeed in 
perfecting such a device so it will be 
practical and reasonable in price it = 


revolutionize the dairy business.

The latter rule 
has long been in vogue at most pao 
shows and should be adopted by Illinois. 
We also doubt the wisdom of having one 
man or set of men judge all the breeds, 
believing that a single judge who has 
bred and become familiar with the breed 
of his choice, and is at the same time 
honest and reliable, is the best qualified 
man to place the awards in any class of 
horses. 

It is evident that the Coliseum, though 
large, is too small for the exhibition of 
cattle and horses at the same time, and 
we hope for a separate barn for cattle 
in the near future. 


THE PERCHERON RINGS. 
When the largest and best breeders and 
importers of the United States come to- 
gether with selections of the best Per- 
cherons from their barns a great show 
is assured. The exhibitors lined up the 
best selection of Percherons that has been 


seen at Springfield in ten years. Dun- 
ham & Fletcher drew first place in the 
aged stallion class on Pink, their herd 
stallion that has been shown successfully 
for the last four seasons and has only 


been off the stand a short time. He 
shows this year in remarkably fine form, 
and it was his smooth, clean cut quality 
that secured him the place. Few stallions 
can stay in show form and do service and 
at the same time defend their past record 
in the show ring by going to first place 
in such a ring of extra good horses. 
Frank Iams drew second place on Bis- 
muth, a massive black with fine style and 
finish and great bone.

For flashing an inside comer, bend

MISSOURI STATE FAIR. 


Last Friday night marked the closing 
of Missouri's most successful state fair. 
It was feared early in the season that the 
conflicting dates of Missouri and Illinois 
would result disastrously for Missouri. 
This was not the case, however, and if 
there was any change it was in favor of 
the Sedalia fair. The American Royal 
coming this week as it does, commands 
all of the best exhibits on the circuit, and 
in a good many cases exhibitors went to 
the Missouri State Fair because of the 
short ship from there to Kansas city, 
with the result that the stock show was 
perhaps the best Missouri has ever held. 

On Tuesday Governor Folk visited the 
fair and delivered an address at the dedi- 
cation of Missouri's new live’ stock 
pavilion. This structure covers about an 
acre of ground and has a tan bark arena 
150x175 feet, with a seating capacity for 
9,000 people. It was nothing unusual to 
hear it said that this is the best pavilion 
at any state fair ground in the United 
States. 

Visitors at this year’s fair found plenty 
to occupy their time and attention. 
There was not a department which was 
not filled satisfactorily. The horticultural 
and agricultural exhibits were by far the 
best ever seen in Sedalia. 

This year, for the first time, the man- 
agement had arranged for some _ very 
pleasing attractions which were put on 
each afternoon in front of the grand 
stand between the speed events. 

There was no particularly “big day” 
during the week, but the total attendance 
is said to be far in excess of any previous 
year. It was estimated that there were 
about 33,000 people on the grounds on 
Thursday. 

DRAFT HORSES. 

The show of draft horses at Sedalia was 
practically made by McLaughlin Bros., 
of Columbus, Ohio, and J. Crouch & Son, 
of Lafayette, Indiana, a few single entries 
being made in some of the classes by 
other breeders.

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ADULTERATIONS IN FOODS, 
WHISKIES AND DRUGS. 

The state of North Dakota has taken 
he lead in detecting the adulteration 
of foods, whiskies, and drugs, the ob- 
iect of the law being to induce manu- 
facturers and jobbers to handle goods 
vhich meet the requirements of the 
law; to give wide publicity to all food 
frauds; to induce dealers to leave 
illegal goods alone; and to induce the 
publie to use nothing but pure foods 
and beverages. This law has been in 
force, with subsequent amendments, 
since 1902. To show the effectiveness 
of it, it may be said that while a hun- 
ired per cent of jellies, preserves, etc., 
were found to be adulterated when the 
aw went into effect four years ago, 
but 18-per cent were adulterated in 
1905. The adulteration in catsup has 
been reduced from 100 per cent to 36 


per cent; canned corn, 88 per cent to 
6 per cent; American: canned peis 
from 50 per cent to nothing; French 


canned peas from 92 per cent in 1904 
to 61 per cent in 1905; canned toma- 
toes from 40 per cent to nothing; 
lemon extracts from 70 per cent to 16; 
vanilla extracts from 70 per cent to 
23; candies from 50 per cent to 47 per 
cent. 

It was found when the law went 
into effect that short weight products 
were the rule, a three-pound pail of 
lard containing two and  onehalf 
pounds or less; a pound loaf of bread 
weighing from eleven to. thirteen 
ounces; a four-ounce carton of spices 
weighing three and_ three-fourths 
ounces; crackers and other products 
put up in packages were almost in- 
variably found to be short in weight. 
The legislature therefore enacted a 
law requiring the net weight to be 
put on every package, bottle, and con- 
tainer. 

The law covers whiskey and other 
beverages as well, and a full table of 
the results of analyses, as publishel 
in Bulletin 69, shows that a large per 
cent of the whiskies sold are adulter- 
ated, being short in alcohol, strong in 
solids, in many cases not whiskey at 
all, but concoctions which never saw 
the distillery, and with a very remote 
acquaintance with the grains from 
which pure whiskey is supposed to be 
made. 

The law covers 
medicines as well. 


drugs and patent 
The analyses show 


that the drugs sold vary in strength 
from 25 per cent of the _ official 
strength to 127 per cent. That under 


such conditions no doctor can safely 
prescribe them. The bulletin states 
that there are large numbers of pro 
prietary products or patent medicines 
on the market which are useless, if 
not absolutely injurious. For example, 
Vitae Ore, instead of being, as repre- 
sented, a real life giver, is a che?p 
compound of iron and sulphuric acid. 
Bioplasm, supposed to contain the very 
elixir of life, is a compound of milk, 
sugar, and maltose. Other patent med- 
icines, such as Paine’s Celery Com- 
pound, Dr. Shoop’s Restorative, Swift’s 
Specific, Dandelion Btters, Hostet- 
ter’s Bitters, etc., are noted chiefly for 
the large per cent of alcohol which 
they contain. Bromo-seltzer contains 
acetanilid or antifibrin, an active con- 
stituent in headache powders, such as 
antikamnia. 

We have gone into this somewhat in 
detail because there is need of such 
a law and such rigid enforcement in 
every state in the union. The farmer 
is fortunate in that he draws a large 
per cent of his food supply from his 
own farm and if it is not pure it is 
his own fault. If he will leave drugs, 
whiskies, and patent medicines alone 
he is not likely to suffer from adultera- 
tions which are destroying the lives 
and the health of a large per cent of 
people in every state in the union.

Feeding Questions. 


Communications on Feeding Experiments Solicited. 














A Johnson county, Iowa, correspond- 
ent writes: 

“T have forty-one two-year-old steers 
that I want to get on feed as soon 
as I can. They will now weigh 1,090 
pounds or a little better. I have had 
no experience with feeding cattle and 
I want to try my hand on this bunch. 
I have two or three acres of sweet corn 
that is now in good roasting ear. I 
am thinking of starting them on th’'s, 
cutting it up and feeding stalks and 
corn, starting with one or two stalks 
per steer and increasing the amount 
gradually. Want to keep this up until 
about October ist, then put the steers 
in lot and feed them stalk corn and 
fodder, with all the pumpkins they will 
eat. In fact, I want to get them on 
full feed by October ist. I only intend 
to feed once a day while they are on 
grass. What time of the day should 
the feed be given?” 

Our correspondent should remem- 
ber that after he begins to feed the 
steers corn fodder and corn it will not 
do to take it away from them. He 
should therefore not begin on the 
sweet corn until he is sure he has 
enough to run them through until the 
feeding corn is hard enough to feed. 
His plan of feeding is all right. Start 
with, say one stalk to the steer, and 
gradually increase it. This feed 
should be given in the evening. With 
regard to pumpkins, it is a question 
whether it will pay him to give the 
steers all the pumpkins they will eat 
after they go on full feed. We have 
never had any experience in feeling 
pumpkins to steers, but have fed them 
freely to hogs, and from our experi- 
ence in this we do not believe it pavs 
to give fattening hogs any more 
pumpkins than enough to make a 
variety. They fill up on pumpkins and 
do not make the gain that they should. 
Pumpkins are splendid feed for brood 
sows and for cattle that are beng 
carried through, but we rather ques- 
tion the advisability of feeding them 
too freely to fattening steers or fat- 
tening hogs. We would like to hear 
from some of our readers who have 
had experience in this matter. 


A Nebraska correspondent writes: 

“Could I feed cattle at a profit under 
the following conditions: I have had 
no experience. The cattle will cost 
me 3% cents per pound, laid down, 
with the freight to pay to Omaha, on 
what they weigh when I receive them. 
Cattle are Colorado steers averaging 
about 1,000 pounds. I will have to 
borrow the money at 8 per cent, giv- 
ing the cattle and feed as sec rity. 
My feed would be corn, corn fodder, 
and some millet and cane. In buying 
the cattle I can take either Denver or 
home weights, the latter after two 
days on grass. I have my own hogs 


to follow. I would have to sh‘p these 
cattle February 15th, on account of 
moving. Please give me a general 


i outline on how to handle these cattle.” 


We suspect from our correspond- 
ent’s letter that he does not have a 
well equipped feed yard. Under all 
the conditions he outl'nes we would 
certainly not advise him to feed. He 
would be taking very long chances;

first, because, as indicated above, he 
probably does not have a_e well 
equipped feed yard for handling the 
cattle; second, he has not had ex- 
perience, and he is running the risk 
of paying dearly for it when he begins 
on borrowed money; third, he is put- 
ting himself in a most unfortunate 
position when he cannot hold the cat- 


| tle longer than February 15th, if neces- 


sary. With regard to the price named 
for the steers, whether it is a reason- 
able price or not all depends upon 
their quality, of which we know noth- 
ing. Our correspondent might buy 
these steers, feed his corn to them, 
and make money. It would all depend 
upon the market. But, speaking on a 
general proposition, we would advise 
against any man in his circumstances 
against running the chances he must 
necessarily run.

The amount 
will depend upon the capacity of the 
We would give them, however, 
pretty near as much as they will eat 
up clean. In developing a colt it is 
of the utmost importance to give it 
all the exercise it wants and plenty 
of. fresh air when in the stable. A 
shed protected on the north and west 
sides and well covered is really better 
for the colt than the stable. A colt 
should be allowed, however, the run 
of the blue grass or second crop clover 
pasture in winter, provided the snow 
is not too deep, and will be all the 
better for pawing away the snow and 


getting at the grass under it. Don’t 
stint your weanling colt of oats. We 
don’t know of any animal that will 


pay a better price for the feeds above 
named than the well bred weanling 
colt.

CONCRETE FOUNDATION.

would say that I built one last year 
just as he suggested, but with a slight 
addition’ which is absolutely essential. 
Put 2x6 sills on the three concrete 
walls. They will tend to destroy the 
weight. Also by nailing it through 
the sills into the joist the walls are 
prevented from being crushed down 
sideways with the weight, as they 
might be if the sills are not used. I 
placed the joist on the ground beside 
the foundation, lower edges up, and 
spiked the sills to them, then turned 
the whole affair over on the founda- 
tion.

WALLACES’ FARMER 


FALL TRANSPLANTING, 


To Wallaces’ Farmer: 

A Woodbury county, 
scriber writes: 

“IT am in a deep problem at this 
writing. Will open a new farm in the 
spring and want to set out trees this 
fall, and would like your advice in 
regard to different trees to plant. Can 
I take up box elder, Russian mulberry, 
ash, cherry, Siberian crab, also Con- 
cord grapes, currants, and small fruits, 
transplant them this fall, and will they 
grow in the spring? Also can walnut 
trees be transplanted gt any time of 
the year?” 

Most any of our native deciduous 
trees can be transplanted. with success 
during the late fall, after the leaves 
have naturally fallen and the tree 
matured up well for winter. Those 
that plant the easiest and are really 
the best are our native trees, the 
white elm, sycamore, hackberry, and 
hard maple. We have practiced fall 
transplanting of these varieties for 
many years and have had but few fail- 
ures. One of the essentials is to dig 
the trees up with good large root sys- 
tem, plant them out with as little ex- 
posure of root as possible. See that 
the dirt is well “firmed” about the 
roots when planted. Water well be- 
fore filling up the holes so as to in- 
sure abundant moisture during. freez- 
ing weather. As soon as cold weather 
sets in all fall planted trees should 
be heavily mulched with leaves, strawy 
manure, or any material handy. 

Currants, gooseberries, and small 
fruits can any of them be transplanted 
very readily in the fall, only the extra 
precaution will have to be taken of 
banking them up with earth before 
freezing weather sets in so as to pro- 
tect the crowns during the winter, 
then as soon as the frost is out of 
the ground in the spring level the 
ground down so that such superficial 
rooting plants as raspberries can com- 
mence growth and not be smothered 
out by the covering of earth. Fruit 
trees like cherry, crab apple, and 
grape vines are best to be left until 
spring to plant. Walnut trees can be 
planted out just as readily in the fall 
as in the spring, especially if they are 
small. If the trees are large, say eight 
to twelve feet high, it is best to dig 
about them and under them so as to 
cut off the heavy “tap” root and part 
of the brace roots, fill up the hole and 
let the tree stand until the next sea- 
son. This will cause it to throw out 
an abundance of fibrous roots, which 
makes the loss in transplanting very 
slight.

JAPAN CLOVER. 


To Wallaces’ Farmer: 

A Kansas correspondent writes: 

“Will you please inform me if Japan 
clover makes good pasture for hogs? 
Also if good for cattle and horses. I 
would like to sow a piece of land to 
Japan clover if I knew it to be all 
right. Please tell me when and how 
to sow.” 

Japan clover is a valuable pasture 
crop in the south. It does not appear 
to be fully hardy in states as far north 
as Kansas. At this station it has in- 
variably winter-killed, although in the 
southern part of the state Japan clover 


has survived the winter in several 
localities and is rapidly spreading. 
Wherever Japan clover will not 
winter-kill it is a very persistent 


grower and a good producer. It is an 
annual plant and not a perennial, but 
owing to its remarkable power to re- 
tain its hold upon the soil, through the 
shedding of the seed and the growing 
of the same, it has equal ability with 
many of the perennials to retain its 
hold upon the soil. 

Japan clover is a legume and has 
an effect upon the soil similar to that 
of common clover, alfalfa, cowpeas, 
and soy beans; in fact, the.crop is an 
excellent soil renovator, and through- 
out the southern states it has rendered 
much service in improving the soil. 

Japan clover is not usually relished 
by stock at first, but they soon come 
to like it, and are then fond of it. It 
is valuable either for hay or pasture, 
and will stand close grazing. I find 
no statement regarding its special 
value as a hog pasture, but since it 
compares favorably with clover or 
alfalfa in other respects I should sup- 
pose that it would make excellent hog 
pasture, and it will also furnish good 
pasture for cattle or horses. 

I believe one will make no mistake 
in introducing Japan clover into south- 
ern Kansas, but I would not advise 
sowing large areas of it until you are 
fully satisfied that it is hardy. Per- 
haps the plant will become hardy and 
better adapted to the country the 
longer it is grown, and it appears to 
have the spreading habit, so that when

once started in a field or pasture it 
naturally spreads over the whole field. 

Although it is persistent and spreads 
rapidly, as stated above, yet when the 
fields are plowed up and put into cul- 
tivated crops the Japan clover is very 
easily eradicated and will not interfere 
in the growing of the cultivated crops. 
This plant is a native of China and of 
eastern Asia. It was introduced into 
this country from China or Japan and 
was first grown in South Carolina, in 
1849. From this original importation 
the Japan clover. has spread through- 
out the south, and is even being grown 
successfully as far north as the lati- 
tude of southern Kansas. 


In the south the Japan clover may 
be sown either in the fall or spring, 
but in our colder climate it is advisable 
to sow it only in the spring, and then 
rather late, after the soil and weather 
have become warm and danger of frost 
is past. 

Prepare the soil very much the same 
as you would prepare it for the seed- 
ing of alfalfa or grasses. Sow the 





seed broadcast or in drills, at the rate | 


of about ten pounds of good seed per 
acre. It is also practicable to sow the 
Japan clover in pasture, covering the 
seed by disking or harrowing. Usually 
when the crop is once established it 
will continue to reseed of itself suf- 
ficiently so as to maintain a stand if 
used for pasture; if used for hay 
meadow, however, it becomes neces- 
sary. to let the crop partly mature be- 
fore harvesting, in order that enough 
seed may shatter on the ground to 
seed the ground for the next year’s 
crop, when by disking and harrowing 
the seed may be covered, and it will 
usually germinate and produce a vig- 
orous crop another season. In pastur- 
ing the clover should not be grazed too 





closely when the purpose is to allow 
it to reseed.

WALLACES’ FARMER 


A PLAIN TALK. TO IRISH 
FARMERS. 


The Most Reverend Dr. Healy, 
Bishop of Tuam, in the western part 
of Ireland, during a confirmation ad- 
dress at a point where there is an 
agricultural college, recently gave a 
talk to the farmers, which is a rather 
interesting specimen of the way in 
which an Irish priest who has the good 
of his people at heart dare talk to 
his people: 

“You imagine you are the very best 
farmers in the world, but I tell you, 
without fear of contradiction, that you 
are the very worst. In no other part 
of this world is agriculture in such a 
deplorable condition as in the west of 
Ireland, and in no other part of the 
west as bad as here. Where are the 
stores of hay and oats you should have 
at this period of the year? Where are 
the vegetables you should have in your 
gardens? You do not cultivate a suf- 
ficient acreage, and what you do cul- 
tivate gets only an apology for cultiva- 
tion. In my journey from Menlough 
yesterday I did not see half a dozen 
well cultivated fields. I saw no hay 
or corn in your haggards, no vege- 
tables in your gardens. You depend 
almost entirely on sHop-feeding stuffs 


for your stock and on shop food. You 
must change all this. You must grow 
corn and roots for your stock, and 


always have a few bags of meal, made 
from the produce of your own farms, 
in your kitchens. Discontinue drink- 
ing, and giving your children to drink, 
that stuff sold as tea. If you continue 
using tea and soda bread you will be- 
come a degenerate race Feed your 
children on stirabout, milk, eggs, but- 
ter, and oaten bread, and you will have 
strong, healthy children, who will be 
a credit to yourselves and to Ireland 
by and by. Under present conditions 
you have not at certain seasons a sup- 
ply of milk, but you can have it at 
all times if you grow green crops, to 
be fed to your milk cows when other 
food is scarce. As I implied before, 
you do not deserve to be called farm- 
ers. You make a few spasmodic 
efforts at it spring and autumn, and 
you sleep the rest of the year. This is 
not farming. You must work the 
whole year round—make your drains 
in the winter and do your plowing in 
autumn, when the crops are gathered 
in. If you do not avail yourselves of 
the facilities now within your reach, 
you will not be able to cpmpete with 
other agricultural countries, and you 
never will be able to tide over the bad 
times which are certainly in store for 
those who depend entirely on the 
pastoral industry. At every oppor- 
tunity I w.ll exhort you to give your 
children an agricultural education, and 
I will see that the priests will always 
speak to you in the same strain. In 
Belgium, priests have to get a degree 
in agriculture at the University of 
Louva.n before ordination, and they 
are thus qualified to give those under 
their charge sound advice on agricul- 
tural matters. Your priests cannot 
take out such degrees, but they can, 
and will, advise you to go to where 
you can get any information about 
agriculture you may desire.” 

One of the most interesting features 
of this speech, apart from its pla/n- 
ness and directness, is the fact stated, 
that in Belgium Catholic priests can- 
not be ordained until they have taken 
a course in an agricultural college, 
and are hence competent to instruct 
their people. We think it would add 
very much to the usefulness of 
preachers in the farming regions >2f 
this country if they were compelled 
as a condition of settlement to know 
something about agriculture and thus 
get in closer touch with their people. 
There is a very general feeling among 
farmers that the preacher deals en- 
tirely with things of another world, 
and thus lives apart from the agri- 
cultural interests. A working knowl- 
edge of agriculture would get preach- 
ers near their people and the people 
in closer touch with their preachers, 
and both would be greatly benefited 
thereby.

THE COST OF KEEPING A 


FARROW COW. 
The University of 
cently 


Illinois has re- 
conducted a most interesting 
experiment for determining what it 
will cost to keep a farrow cow during 
the winter season. The importance of 
this experiment lies in the fact that 
while farmers in the last twenty years 
have been largely dependent upon the 
range for their feeding stock it is by 
no means certain that they will be 
able to depend on this source for any 
considerable length of time to come, 
and for three reasons. First, the pro- 
ductive capacity of the range has been 
decreased by overstocking. Second, 
the appropriation of the water supply 
along the streams has left large areas 
of the range unavailable for pasturing 
purposes, except where water in suffi- 
cient quantity can be obtained from 
wells. Third, the development of irri- 
gation and the growth of alfalfa and 
grain feeding stuffs has rendered it 
possible for the western farmer to 
make fairly good beef without the 
necessary finishing in the corn belt. 
The station selected thirty grade 
Aberdeen Angus cows, divided them 
into three lots, and fed one on corn 
silage, clover hay, and oat straw; an- 
other shocked corn, clover hay, and 
oat straw; the third, corn stover and 
oat straw, and the latter part of the 
season some clover hay, the object 
being to keep each cow gaining about 
as much as the foetus would gain, or 
about one pound a day. The silage- 
fed cows made an average gain of 
1.07 pounds per day; the shocked corn- 
fed, .758 of a pounds; and the corn 
stover-fed, .41 of a pound. The silage- 
fed cattle ate 16.65 pounds of silage, 


3.50 pounds of clover hay, and 9.56 
pounds of oat straw per day. The 
shocked corn-fed lot ate 8.70 pounds 


of shocked corn, 3.50 pounds of clover 
hay, and 10.83 pounds of ‘oat straw. 
The corn. stover-fed lot ate 21.67 
nounds of whole corn stover the first 
forty-two days; 10.29 pounds of 
shredded stover the last ninetv-eighbt 
days; 1.56 pounds of clover hay for the 
average of 140 days, and 8.19 pounds 
of oat straw. It required .95 of an 
acre to keep the silage-fed lot during 
the 140 days; 1.04 acres were required 
for the second, or shocked corn lot; 
and 1.14 acres for the stover-fed lot. 

The corn silage was figured at $3.34 





per ton: shocked corn, .$5.59: corn 
stover, $2.25: shredded stover, $2.25: 
clover y, $8.00 per ton; oat straw, 
$1.50. As corn, whether in silage or 
shocked corn, is an important article 
in these rations, the station figures 
that with corn at 35 cents, and the 
fodders as above noted, it costs 4.9 
cents to keep a silage-fed cow. one 


day; with corn at 40 cents, 5.2 cents; 
with corn at 45 cents, 5.5 cents; with 
corn at 50 cents, 5.8 cents. 

Lot 2, shock corn-fed, with corn at 
35 cents, 4.6 cents; at 40 cents, 4.9 
cents; at 45 cents, 5.2 cents; at 50 
cents, 5.5 cents. Figuring corn at. 35 
cents a bushel, it cost practically 37 
cents more to keep a cow on silage 
i149 days than it does to keep a cow 
on shocked corn. The silage-fed cows, 
however, gained in these 140 days 
150.10 pounds, while the shock corn- 
fed cows gained only 106.19 pounds. 

The conclusions which the station 
draws from the above are as follows: 

“First—It is assumed that the main- 
tenance ration of a pregnant breeding 
cow should be regarded as the ration 
necessary to permit of sufficient gain 


in weight to account for the weight 
of the foetus. 

“Second—Breeding cows of the beef 
type may be wintered without grain 
provided they are given all of the 
corn stover and oat straw they will 
consume during the early part and 


supplemented with a small amount of 
clover hay during the latter part of 
the season. While the cows in Lot % 
used in this test were so fed, and 
while they weighed 57.73 pounds more 


per head at the end than at the be- 
ginning of the test, this method is 
not recommended because the cows 
so fed lacked thrift at the end of the 
test 

“Third—The corn plant fed either 
in the form of shock corn or silage, 
supplemented with a limited amount 
of clover hay, proved. satisfactory 
rations for wintering beef breeding 
cows. 


“Fourth—Although the rations fed 
the cows receiving silage were smaller 
than those given the ones receiving 
shock corn, the gains were larger.

condition of the cows in Lots 1 and 
2, the lots receiving silage and shock 
corn, respectively, was about the 
same; however, those cows in Lot 1 
which gave birth to calves during the 
experiment showed more thrift than 
did those of Lot 2 under like condi- 
tions. 

“Sixth—The amounts of feed con- 
sumed in terms of the acreages in- 
volved in producing these feeds were 
as follows: Lot 1 (silage-fed), .9528 
of an acre; Lot 2 (shock corn), 1.0388 
acres; Lot 3 (corn stover), 1.1402 
acres. 

“Seventh—A comparison of the 
three rations in terms of relative effi- 
ciency of the acreages involved by 
taking into consideration the money 
value of the grain grown on the 
acreages involved but not fed the 


cows is as follows: Lot 1 (silage), 
.3428 of an acre; Lot 2 (shock corn), 
.3475 of an acre; Lot 3 (corn stover), 
.2046 of an acre. 


“Bighth—Figuring corn at 35 cents 
a bushel, clover hay $8, shock corn 
$5.59, corn stover $2.25, and oat straw 
$1.50 per ton, it cost 4.9 cents a day 
per head, or $1.47 a month, or $6.873 
for 140 days, to maintain Lot 1 (silage- 
fed); .046 cents a day, or $1.390 a 
month, or $6.504 for 140 days, to main- 
tain Lot 2 (shock corn-fed); .031 cents 
a day, or .937 cents a month, or $4.374 
for 140 days, to maintain Lot 3 (corn 
stover-fed). 

“Ninth—It cost 37 cents more to 
winter a cow fed silage for 140 days 
than it did one fed shock corn. How- 


ever, the cows fed silage, Lot 1, 
gained 150.10 pounds, while those in 
Lot 2 gained but 106.19 pounds. 


“Tenth—In this test it took approx- 
imately twice as much feed to main- 
tain a cow when suckling a calf as 
it did during her pregnancy. 

“Bleventh—The average daily cost 
of keeping the cows that calved in 
Lot 1 was 7.56 cents, while the aver- 
age in Lot 2 was 6.84 cents. Before 
calving the average daily cost of keep-

ing a cow in these lots was 5.8 cenis 
and 5.5 cents, respectively. 

“Twelfth—The data with reference 
to the relative efficiency of rations 
fed Lots 1 and 2 for the maintenance 
of cows and gains on calves after 
calving are not based on a sufficient 
number of animals to eliminate indi- 
viduality, hence should not be regard- 
ed as conclusive. 

“Thirteenth—The cows in Lot 1 
(silage-fed) ate less oat straw than 
did either of the other two lots, which 
may be accounted for by the fact that 
they were eating the whole of the 
corn plant. That is to say, there was 
practically no waste. 

“Fourteenth—Corn plant fed in the 
form of silage is more palatable than 
if fed in the form of shock corn, 
which may be the cause of its being 
more efficient for the maintenance of 
beef breeding cows. 

“Fifteenth—-The amount of feed re 
quired for maintenance is apparently 


less than that given in the German 
standards. 

“Sixteen—The experimental data 
presented will materially aid in a 


study of the practicability of raising 
calves and producing our own feeding 
cattle in the corn belt.”

HOW THE INSTITUTE CAN HELP 
THE GIRLS. 


The subject how to bring the most 
good to girls in our institute work has 
been largely overlooked. As a rule, 
comparatively few girls attend the 
meetings. When asked to do so the 
usual reply is: “Oh, I don’t want to 
hear anything about housekeeping; I 
hate it!” If the young girls cannot 
be induced to attend the meetings of 
the institute, is it not well to view this 
subject from another standpoint? If 
we cannot induce them to attend, and 
be directly benefited by institute 
work, we must consider the indirect 
benefit that girls may receive by hav- 
ing the mothers become members and 
earnest workers of the institute. 

That women are narrow in their 
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lamp-chimneys some- 


or never break. There is a 
vreat difference. 

My Index is useful to every 
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methods of housekeeping is, I think, 
accepted as a fact. They have fol- 
lowed the methods of their mothers 
and grandmothers, without applying 
new methods to new conditions, until 
the daughters in the home have be- 
come discouraged, -because the influ- 
ence forced upon a child in youth goes 
with her into womanhood. The girls 
have said: “If this is housekeeping, 
we want none of it.” Consequently 
they have drifted away and taken posi- 
tions in factories, stores, and offices— 
any place to get away from the home. 

How often do we hear the remark 
from men: “If you want to offend a 
woman, tell her someone else can cook 
a dinner or keep a house as well as 
she.” Now, I think we must admit 
that there is an element of truth in 
the remark. 

I find that a very large class of 
women, at least in the province of 
Ontario and the state of Illinois, are 
only too giad to learn, are anxious 
for anything that will help them in 
their methods and the routine of 
housework. 


Here we meet to discuss anything 
that is of interest to the home— 
woman’s first interest and greatest re- 
sponsibility. I believe the institute 
has done a work that no other organi- 
zation has been able to accomplish. 
By broadening the minds of the 
mothers, by showing them that their 
plans are not always the best, by do- 
ing away with that spirit of unkind 
criticism of the plans and ideas of 
their neighbors, the effect is that little 
girls ever quick to catch the spirit of 
the mothers, are unconsciously re- 
moved from that atmosphere of gossip 
and jealousy that has always been so 
unfairly considered woman’s preroga- 
tive. 


What we are needing today in this 
twentieth century is efficient women; 
to be efficient is to have energy ad 
power to act and be competent io 
produce results outside of one’s self. 

Women who have worked out the 
problems of the household with hands 
and head are always more efficient 
than those who depend upon the 
hands of others. Here is one of the 
weakest links in the chain of equaliza- 
tion—we are unwilling to work with 
our hands, and invent all sorts of ex- 
cuses for relegating hard work to 
others. Women must put themselves 
into their work, not only bodily but 
with mind and soul before good re- 
suits are accomplished. 


The women who attend our insti- 
tutes are the women who are our 
home-makers and keepers. On the 
knowledge they possess depends the 
future of our country. In the past 
little serious thought has been given 
to consider the result of sleeping in 
ill-ventilated rooms, and eating food 
prepared without the slightest regard 
to its nutritive value or digestive qual- 
ities. Could it be expected that the 
human race would or could advance 
morally or physically? 

The object of the institute is to 
open the eyes of the women to this 


fact. In any line of work ignorance 
is certain failure accompanied by 
great loss; success lies in knowing 


how. When the women of our coun- 
try realize how little they know about 
the science of housekeeping they will 
be glad to attend the meetings of the 
institute. How many women are 
ignorant of their own ignorance? 
These are the ones we want to get 
as members. By coming in contact 
with others of similar environment, 
aims, and occupations, and hearing 
methods of work discussed, they al- 
most unconsciously compare notes, 
and then begins the improvement. 
They get good, and getting good can- 
not fail to be helpful to others. What 
happiness comes into a woman’s life 
when she feels her sphere of useful- 
ness is no longer confined to the home 
circle, but is reaching out to those 
less favored than herself. 

Almost every woman excels in some 
special line, and she ought with pleas- 
ure impart to her fellow women 
through the medium of the institute 
not only her successes, but also her 
failures, which led to her present pro- 
ficiency. 

If the president is acquainted with 
a girl whom she knows to be capable 
of answering a certain question, it 
may be well to ask her to do so. Many 
times girls will speak on the spur 
of the moment upon a subject that 
interests them who otherwise could 
not be induced to take part in the 
meeting at all. But once they have 


heard their own voices, heard them- 
selves speak, they are generally ready 
and willing to take any part assigned 
them. 

When this point is reached I think

In regard to home decoration, I 
think you will all agree with me that 
there is some necessity for developing 
the tastes and culture of some of the 
housekeepers in our _ province. I 
would not like to say this if I did not 
feel that the same is true in every 
other rural district in America. 

I consider the real home-maker of 
today is a woman of education, who 
can train her daughters along all lines, 
that not only at the present time but 
in after years will be an accomplish- 
ment to them. I will venture there is 
not a mother here this afternoon who 
is not proud of her daughter because 
she is capable of preparing and serv- 
ing in proper style a good dinner or 
lunch, or such as the occasion may 
demand. Such an accomplishment I 
consider elevating to any young lady. 

Another subject I would mention is 
that of dress or personal appearance. 
If we could develop in our young 
girls—the young members of our insti- 
tute—the sense of what is right, 
fitting and suitable for different occa- 
sions, would not these two factors go 
far toward answering the question on 
this program, “How can the institute 
bring the most good to our girls 
through institute work?” 

But perhaps the real answer to the 
question is the solving of the servant 
girl problem, how to get help in the 
home, how to induce our girls who 
are badly needed in the home to stay 
there, rather than take a position at 
almost nothing in order to get away 
from the home. I think this can only 
be solved by presenting every question 
in regard to housekeeping in such- 
a way that our girls will realize that 
housekeeping, home-making, need not 
be degrading and ignoble, but may be 
elevating, uplifting; that as new 
methods are introduced there need 
not be the monotony and drudgery 
usually associated with housekeeping; 
that, in short, housekeeping, home- 
making, is a study, a science, a pro- 
fession.—Miss Clytie Willhoit, before 
the Mahaska County, Iowa, Institute.

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THE PARABLE OF THE TALENTS. 


(Notes on the Sabbath School Les- 
son for October 21, 1906.—Matthew, 
95:14-30.) 


“For it is as when a man, going into 


another country, called his own serv- 
ants, and delivered unto them his 
goods. (15) And unto one he gave 


five talents, to another two, to another 
one: to each according to his several 
ability; and he went on his journey. 
(16) Straightway he that received the 


five talents went and traded with 
them, and made other five talents. 
(17) In like manner he also that re- 
ceived the two gained other two. (18) 
But he that received the one went 


away and digged in the earth, and hid 
his lord’s money. (19) Now after a 
long time the lord of those servants 
cometh, and maketh a reckoning with 


them. (20) And he that received the 
five talents came and brought other 
five talents, saying, Lord, thou de- 
liverest unto me five talents: lo, I 
have gained other five talents. (21) 


His lord said unto him, Well done, 
good and faithful servant: thou: hast 
been faithful over a few things, I will 
set thee over many things; enter thou 
into the joy of thy lord. (22) And 
he also that received the two talents 
came and said, Lord, thou deliverest 
unto me two talents: lo, I have gained 
other two talents. (23) His lord said 
unto him, Well done, good and faith- 
ful servant: thou hast been faithful 
over a few things, I will set thee over 
many things; enter thou into the joy 
of thy lord. (24) And he also that 
had received the one talent came and 
said, Lord, I knew thee that thou art 
a hard man, reaping where thou didst 
not sow, and gathered where thou 
didst not scatter; (25) and I was 
afraid, and went away and hid thy 
talent in the earth: lo, thou hast thine 
own. (26) But his lord answered and 
said unto him, Thou wicked and sloth- 
ful servant, thou knewest that I reap 
where I sowed not, and gather where 
I did not scatter; (27) thou oughtest 
therefore to have put my money to 
the bankers, and at my coming I 
should have received back mine own 
with interest. (28) Take ye away 
therefore the talent from him, and 
give it unto him that hath the ten 
talents. (29) For unto everyone that 
hath shall be given, and he shall have 
abundance: but from him that hath 
not, even that which he hath shall 
be taken away. (30) And cast ye out 
the unprofitable servant into the outer 
darkness: there shall be the weeping 
and the gnashing of teeth.” 

This parable is in many respects 
similar to the parable of the pounds 
(Luke, 19:11-37), but in other respects 
widely different. In each, money is 
given to servants for use. In each, 
those who used it wisely were re- 
warded and those who failed to use 
it wisely were punished. The points 
of difference are these: 

The parable of the pounds is spoken 
to correct the false notion that the 
kingdom of God (in a political sense, 
as they expected), should immediately 
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appear; the second, 
expectation that in a real and spiritual 
sense it would soon come. In the 
first it was a nobleman who is going 
into a far country to secure for him- 
self a kingdom, and returning reward 
his faithful servants with positions of 
power and influence. In the present 
parable it is a business man who goes 
abroad and rewards the faithful with 
a share in the joy of the Master. 
“Enter thou into the joy of thy Lord.” 


In the first, the amount given is a 
pound, about $16; in the second, the 
reckoning is in talents, about $1,600 
each. In the first, each man receives 
the same, a pound; in the second, one 
five talents, another two, another one. 
In the first, the small sum is given 
without regard to ability, but in order 
to discover or reveal that ability; in 
the second, the large sums are given 
to each man according to his special 
ability. In the first, the punishment 
of the unfaithful was failure to secure 
positions of prominence; in the sec- 
ond, a failure to secure life eternal. 


The parable has the same setting 
as the parable of the ten virgins, 
which it immediately follows, and is 
intended to illustrate another feature 
of the kingdom of heaven, or the rule 
of God among men. The parable of 
of the virgins illustrates the watching 
and waiting of the professed followers 
of Christ during His absence. This 
parable is intended to illustrate the 
duty of working during that absence. 
The virgins waited for their Lord; 
the servants worked for Him. The 
keynote of the previous lesson is in- 
ward, spiritual, activity; of this, out- 
ward activity. The talents (and we 
presume it is the silver talent here 
meant), represent large sums, great 
values, and, it will be noticed, are 
given to each man according to his 
ability; to one five, to another two, 
and to a third one. They therefore 
represent the spiritual gifts bestowed 
on men in proportion to their varied 
natural capacities. 

In the kingdom of heaven, as on 
earth, there are great men and small 
men; men with large spirittial capac- 
ities and men with small. Neither in 
the kingdom of heaven nor in the 
activities on earth can the capacity, 
nor the moral size, of the man be 
known until it is determined by actual 
trial. There are soms men capable of 
becoming great saints; others who can 
never attain spiritual greatness. God 
bestows His spiritual gifts on each 
man according to his natural capacity 
and leaves him to fill up the measure 
of that capacity by spiritual activities 
or decrease it by lack of activity until 
the talent is taken from him. 

The lesson in this, as in the parable 
of the pounds, is that the capacity for 
religion, the power to apprehend God, 
to live on Him and in Him by faith, 
to reveal the God-like to all around 
him, may be increased to the full 
measure of his moral and intellectual 
capacity, or it may by neglect be lost 
forever. And the world is full of the 
most striking illustrations of the sad 
truth contained in this parable. Who 
does not know of men and women 
who in their youth gave every promise 
of spiritual development, moral power, 
who are now quite indistinguishable 
in moral power and influence from the 
men of the world around them. And 
the deadening influence invariably 
comes not from overwhelming tempta- 
tion without, but from the lack of 
spiritual activity within. If we do not 
spiritualize our business by conduct- 
ing it in lines of justice and equity, it 
will secularize us. If we make the 
fatal mistake of concluding that busi- 
ness is one thing and religion another, 
it will not be long until we have no 
religion to speak of, much less to 
boast of. 

It is significant that the Master or 
Lord in this parable is not a prince 
who has promised a share in govern- 
ment, but a man of business, as are 
his servants or slaves—that the activ- 
ities of the parable are all in the line 
of business—that the talents spoken 
of are not intellectual gifts or capaci- 
ties, as we use the word, but a certain 
number of grains of silver for use in 
the way of business—sordid cash, and 
Jesus uses these activities in business 
to. illustrate the necessity of spiritual 
activity in order to develop character 
or the spiritual life. Jesus evidently 
did not consider business one thing 
and religion or the development of 
the Divine life another. 

To resume our illustrations from 
common life: Who does not know 
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men and women who were once active 


in every good work,* real spiritual 
forces, but who have apparently 
lost all that zeal and _ activity 


in the strife of politics or the desire 
for office? Who has not seen both 
men and women who once gave 
promise of a high degree of saintship, 
but who have, so far as human eye 
can -see, lost it all in the strife for 
social distinction? 

On the other hand, we can all point 
to men and women who seem to grow 
in soul power from year to year, 
whose very faces are being molded 
into the Divine likeness from which 
shines a light which cometh not from 
sun, nor star, and which no painter 
can copy; a personal power which the 
hypocrite seeks in vain to imitate; 
souls that ring true whether in the 
prayer meeting, the place of business, 
or the high places of government? 


The fact to be impressed on every 
student is that use is the only sure 
title to possession, that grace is given 
to every man according to his ability 
or his natural endowment, but only 
the man that uses it in his every-day 
life can retain it. “Take therefore the 
talent from him” is the inevitable 
judgment at the Lord’s coming on the 
non-user, “And cast ye the unprofit- 
able servant into outer darkness,’ 
while those who have by active use 
of spiritual gifts grown in grace shall 
enter into the joy of their Lord. Joy 
is the reward given to those who by 
preparedness and activity await his 
coming. And that joy comes, not 
altogether from without, but from 
within also. It is not happiness or 
the pleasure that comes from what 
happens or comes to us from without; 
it is that which as implied in the 
derivation of the Word comes to us 
from within—a well of water spring- 
ing up into everlasting life. And we 
share in the Divine joys because our 
minds are in sympathy with the mind 
of Christ. “That my joy may remain 
in you and that your joy may be full”

ONCE MORE, HOG CHOLERA. 

Hog cholera, fortunately, has not 
been unusually prevalent this year, 
and we hope will not be. There are 
outbreaks, however, here and there, 
and the question arises, How shail the 
farmer protect his herd from the dis- 
ease; and, second, What shall he do 
when he is certain that his hogs have 
an outbreak of genuine cholera? 

One of the best methods for. pro- 
tection against the disease is that of 
maintaining the highest possible vital- 
ity in the herd. This cannot be done 
at once, nor now. Measures can be 
taken to secure high vitality in the 
hog crop next year, first by giving 
them a constant supply of pure water. 
preferably from a deep well, never 
from a creek or river or stream which 
heads in some other man’s farm, and 
never from a mud hole or hog wallow. 
Next to cleanliness, a plentiful use of 
lime and other disinfectants around 
the hog yards is required. Next, by 
limiting the number of hogs on a 
farm to about on® hundred about one 
set of buildings. The feeding of a 
balanced ration, as near as possible, 
and plenty of exercise is another im- 
portant question, and last, but not 
least, avoidance as near as possible 
of inbreeding. In our judgment the 
greatest menace to the vitality of 


hogs in the west is the continuous 
close line-breeding which is unavoid- 
able except with the very greatest 
care. By this we mean if you buy a 


boar this fall, extend its pedigree five 
generations, you will in all probability 
find that it runs many times to some 
one noted hog, and this is especially 
true if you buy from some prominent 
breeder who has been taking prizes 
in the show ring. If the next year 
you extend the pedigree of the boar 
you purchased you will probably find 
he runs to the same hogs. In time 
the effect is cumulative, the first thing 
you know you have hogs that are very 
closely line-bred, almost in-bred. 

The next thing is, How will you do 
when your neighbor’s hogs begin to 
come down with cholera? First, thor- 
oughly clean up your yards and dis- 
infect. Second, keep away from your 
neighbors and keep your neighbors 
away from you. Te up your dog at 
night and persuade your neighbor to 
tie up his dog. Keep everything sold 
off as far as possible as soon as it is 
fit to go. If your hogs weigh 175 to 
180 pounds, sell them. When the dis- 
ease attacks your herd and you ascer- 
tain it by post-mortem examination, 
or, if you are not competent, by a 
competent veterinarian, our advice 
would be to kilt off all your little pigs. 
Sell all your shoats that are big 
enough to sell before they are taken 
down with the disease. Separate your 
well ones from the sick, turn them 
out in pasture, feed them little or 
nothing. Grass and pumpkins are all 
that they need. Scatter them just as 
widely as you can over your farm. 
Leave your diseased hogs in the pen 
or yard in which they were taken sick 
and you will not lose much if the 
disease is of the virulent form, if you 


will kill everything under six months 
old. Take your chances on the rest. 
If your conscience compels you to 
buy a “dead sure hog cholera cure,” 


buy a dollar’s worth, 
mantle, and look at it. It will do just 
as much good as if you gave it to 
your hogs. If you give anything, give 
the government formula, as follows:

OUR WEEKLY MARKET. LETTER. 

Chicago, Oct. 6.—Valentine’s operations 
in the wheat pit have been the sensation 
of Chicago trade this week, but there 
has been greater successes made in bull- 
ing the markets than the erstwhile pres- 
ident of the Armour Grain Company has 


made. His efforts seem to have fallen 
flat, and in the past few days much of 
his new holdings of several millions of 


wheat has again been unloaded, presum- 
ably entailing a considerable loss to his 
own bank balance, as well as those who 
may have been behind him. “Much of the 
wheat sold by the latter in the past few 
days has fallen into weak hands and 
is still pressing on the market. Bearish 
sentiment has been stimulated by the 
fine weather in the northwest and the 
expectation of an increased movement in 
that section. The general cash demand 
has been called slow, with millers hesi- 
tating to pay the ~~ premiums asked 
heretofore. Broomhall’s estimate of the 
world's shipments for the week were 
were 10,400,000 bushels of wheat. Brad- 
street’s reported clearances for the week 
at 5,000,000 bushels. Net declines in the 
week have ranged at 1 to 1% cents per 
bushel, and the present outlook, accord- 
ing to views of the majority of traders, 
does not favor a material upturn. 

Every day reports are being received 
of bumper corn crops from many sections, 
among the most bearish of which is the 
Iowa Grain Dealers’ estimate of 39,000,000 
bushels for the Hawkeye State, and this 
has brought about considerable selling. 
Fine weather has matured the crop far 
beyond possible injury from frost, and 
it only remains now for the ears to be 
counted to see which faction is nearer 
right in estimating the yield. 

Oats are being marketed freely, but 
there is a broad demand for them, and 
the prices hold well up to. last week’s 
range. The weather in the northwest has 
been favorable for the marketing of the 
crop, and indications point to a material 


increase in the movement. Local pro- 
fessionals have been playing the short 
side of the market of late, while the 


elevator interests have been buying. 

Light receipts of hogs and the strong 
consumptive demand hold provision prices 
up well. The most active trading has 
been confined chiefly to lard and ribs; in 
fact, there has been small speculative 
demand for pork. Hog receipts have been 
light at the western points, last week’s 
marketing at six principal centers being 
only 228,000, against 239,000 the previous 
week and 319,000 a year ago, and with an 
excellent fresh meat demand to care for 
the packers have continued to support the 
provision trade well. They are reported 
to still have a liberal quantity of high 
priced product in their cellars, and any 
but a strengthening hand from them now 
would not appear consistent. There is 
a slightly stronger tone to the hog trade 
than noted a week ago, the small market- 
ing of 106,000 last week being the main 
stimulating influence. Packers have been 
the best buyers, but the shippers gave 
trade good support as well and prices 
held on a high level throughout the week. 
Heavy grades came to the front under 
keen demand, they selling up on a level 
with prime butchers, for the first time 
in weeks, while a more liberal proportion 
of light weights in the supply forced the 
prices for them a few points under the 
heavy and butcher classes. The quality 
of offerings has been only fair, but the 
searcity of light pigs indicates a gener- 
ally healthy condition of the crop in the 
country at this time. The average price 
of hogs last week was $6.50, a gain of 60 
cents over the average the previous week, 
while standing $1.11 higher than the aver- 
age a year ago and 60 cents higher than 
in 1904. Top heavy and butcher weights 
sold up to $6.85 on several days during 
the week, and the best price reached 
for light weights was $6.77%. Sales of 
poor to good heavy grades were within 
a range of $5.90 to $6.85, while the bulk 
of the supply of such sold at $6.30 to 
$6.70, and most of the heavy shipping 
grades went at $6.65 to $6.80, while mixed 
packing and butcher hogs of poor choice 
quality sold at $6.20 to $6.85, with the 
bulk at $6.60 to $6.80. In the light hog 
division sales were at $6.25 to $6.77% for 
poorest to best grades, but there were 
not many below $6.50, and the bulk sold 
at $6.60 to $6.75, while a choice class of 
pigs made $6.25 to $6.40. 


Cattle prices have ranged up to the 
best level of the year and there is a 
feeling of optimism rampant over the 


prospects for the immediate future. The 
$..00 mark for prime steers has been 
reached and a liberal quantity of choice 
grades has sold at $6.40 to $6.85 in the 
past week. The receipts of 62,100 last 
week were 17,400 smaller than the week 
before, ana a strong demand, both on 
local and shipping account, afforded 15 
to 25 cents advance for native steers, 
while rangers sold 15 to 35 cents higher 


under reduced marketing of 20,000, and 
an advance of 10 to 20 cents was also 
scored for native cows. The general 


undertone of the situation has been firm 
and in expectation of only moderate re- 
ceipts of western range cattle during the 
remaining weeks this season the traders 
anticipate strong and higher markets for 
native beeves. There age predictions be- 
ing made that top beeves will land at $7.50 
before the first day of December and 
most of the talent expects a general up- 
lift in the price range for medium to 
good natives. These bullish ideas of the 
traders are founded on the belief that 
the country feed lots do not hold many 
strictly choice cattle at this time, and 
that the consumptive demand is about to 
grow, rather than deteriorate from now 
on. There has been small demand from 
exporters in the past few weeks, but the 
trade in that quarter is expected to pick 
up soon, and the sellers at Chicago be- 
lieve a very satisfactory fall and winter 
market is to be enjoyed in cattle. Fat 
heavy beeves have had the first call dur- 
ing the past week, but there has been 
nothing particularly wrong with the de- 
mand for medium kinds, and in getting 
mostly 15 cents advance for them over 
the prices paid the previous week the 
salesmen have been well satisfied. Year- 
ling stock has been in high favor as well 
as the big weight beeves, and some prime 
little steers sold at $6.25, while a liberal 
proportion, of the yearlings have sold at 
$5.60 to $6.00. The great bulk of choice 
farm-fed steers has gone to exporters and 
shippers at $5.65 to* $6.40, while those at 
$4.90 to $5.40 were medium to good grades 
and not many killing kinds sold under 
$4.50. Range steers sold up to $5.65 and 
a good class largely at Py30 to $4.60, 
while the plain light kinds went at $3.75 
to $4.00.
